S an F ra n c isc o , October 1st.—The re­ 
mains of the late Theodore Glaneey, editor 
of the Santa Barbara P r e s s , arrived on the 
Bteainer Orizaba to-night, in charge of Wells.

Fatal M isunderstanding—A Respectable 
Citizen M istaken for a Stage Rubber and 
K illed. 
Audubn, Octoher 1st.—last Wednesday a 
report was circulated that a masked man had 
been seen hiding in the brush uear the scene 
of the late robberies of the Forest Hill stage. 
Fearing another robbery an arrangement was 
made between the stage drivers and J. P. 
Bullard, who lives near the road, that he and 
his son should meet the stage nightly and 
follow it over the suspected portion of the 
road. 
This was done Wednesday night 
without result. Last night Sheriff Boggs, 
knowing nothing of this arrangement, sent 
Deputy Adams out on the stage as a guard, 
armed with a shotgun and revolver. Aliout

the Bullards were seen 
by the driver.

with them to a man sitting inside the stage, 
telling him to explain it to Adams, so he 
should not mistake the two armed men as 
robbers. This man claims to have done so, 
but if he did he was misunderstood, for upon 
Adams seeing the men he discharged his gun 
at them, killing Mr. Bullard instantly, hut 
not injuring the son. Adams walked back 
from the Grizzly Bear House, and learning of 
the fearful mistake gave himself up.

Believing that this renders the act 
invalid, a writ of mandamus was sued out of 
the Supreme Court of Utah requiring the 
registration officers to Btrike all women’s 
names off the voting lists, or show cause why 
they should not. After hearing, the Supreme 
Court decided that a mandamus will not lie 
to compel the registration officers to strike 
off any names placed by them on the lists, 
because it is not a ministerial act. The ef­ 
fort to have the validity of the law tested iu 
the Courts will not be abandoned.

The Pelllgrew Poisoning Case—A Dis­ 
graceful Row—Tlie Presidential Parly. 
P o r tla n d , October 1st—The following 
dispatch was just received from Walla 
Walla : A Coroner’s jury was called here to­ 
day to inquire into the cause of the sudden 
death ef James W. Pettigrew. After the 
examination of several witnesses a verdict 
was rendered to the effect that the cause of 
death was strychnine administered to deceased 
by some unknown party. Pettigrew was an 
old resident of this place, and held in the 
highest respect. 
A disgraceful row occurred on the street 
this morning between Rev. Dr. M. May, the 
Rabbi of the Jewish Synagogue, aud A. Wal- 
liman, resulting in two shots being fired. 
Some personal misunderstanding has existed 
between the parties for several weeks. They 
met a few days ago and engaged in hot 
words. This morning Walliman met Dr. 
May on the street and struck him in 
the face, causing the blood to flow 
freely. 
Dr. May drew a pistol aud 
fired two shots at Walliman, neither of which 
took effect. Parties immediately interfered 
and separat'd them. The affair ia character­ 
ized as shan, 'ful in the extreme. Walliman 
is a member of the congregation of which 
Dr. May is Rabbi. Great excitement exists 
among tho Hebrews in the city over the row, 
and opinions differ widely as to who ia 
censurable. Both parties are under arrest.

Curiosities of Chinese Criminality — A 
Singular Murder Case. 
The familiar maxim “ Murder will out,” 
like many others equally ancient, generally 
finds an exception in a case of murder among 
the Chinese. It is pretty well understood by 
those connected with the press and Courts of 
California that unless a Chinese murderer is 
caught in the act, the chance of his convic­ 
tion upon the evidence of his countrymen is 
very remote. Instances have been known 
in this city where cases of homicide have 
been tried and adjusted by the informal 
Courts of the Cbiuese, aud the American 
Courts were afterwards powerless to act, be­ 
cause of the impossibility to find the wit­ 
nesses and obtain the testimony necessary to 
convict. Again, the arrest of innocent men 
has been caused by Chinese, and a strenuous 
effort made to convict, as a retaliation by one 
company upon another for the misdeeds of an 
individual. It seems to be the policy of the 
Chinese to punish not particularly the offend­ 
ing person, bat any member of the company 
of. which he is a member. A strikii.g in­ 
stance of such a conspiracy occurred in Sac­ 
ramento a few years ago. A Chinese inter­ 
preter called on business upon the then Dis­ 
trict Attorney at his residence, and remained 
there while that gentleman ate supper, aDd 
both left the house in company. During tho 
time the interpreter was at the house a Chi­ 
naman was murdered on I street, and hearing 
of it, the District Attorney and his com­ 
panion went together to the scene. Half an 
hour later the interpreter was arrested upon 
a warrant sworn out by some member of the 
company to which the deceased had be­ 
longed, charging him with the com­ 
mission of the murder. The case was 
of course 
immediately dismissed by 
the District Attorney. The majority of 
Chinese 
sham 
pro ccutions, 
however, 
have their origin in schemes to obtain posses­ 
sion of women, and a Cbinaman who marries 
under our lays without first purchasing hi* 
wife, is quite apt to be arrested for some im­ 
aginary crime, and the woman is spirited 
away while the Benedict is restrained in jail, 
and afterwards—the object being accom­ 
plished—the prosecuting witnesses also disap­ 
pear, and the case is dismissed. Ac. inter­ 
esting case, defended upon the theory of a 
desire Ity the managers of the prosecution to 
steal a woman, was examined before Justice 
A. C. Ruggles, at Woodland, on Wednesday. 
On March 27, 1878, a Chinese woman was 
murdered in a house in Woodland. At the 
Coroner’s inquest, held on the next day, a 
Chinese woman testified that she had seen, 
through a knot-hole, a certain Chinaman 
commit the murder, and other Chinese, who 
claimed to have been in the house at the 
time, related circumstances tending conclu­ 
sively to fasten the crime on the same party. 
He was arrested and examined, when several 
reputable white men swore positively that 
the defendant was at Black’s Station at the 
time when the murder was committed, and, 
of course, he was discharged. The matter 
rested until the 16th of September of this year, 
when a Chinaman was arrested at San Fran­ 
cisco, upon a complaint sworn to by one of 
his countrymen, charging him with killing 
the woman. This last man was examined ou 
Wednesday, the people being represented by 
District Attorney Garontte and F. E. Baker, 
and the defendant by Charles T. Jones and 
K. Clark. The testimony was taken in short­ 
hand by Winfield J. Davi3 of this city. 
Two Chinamen testified for the prose­ 
cution that on the night of the 
mnrder they were in a room on the 
opposite side of the hall from that in 
which the killing occurred; that the door* 
between the rooms were open ; that they saw 
the prisoner enter the woman’s room, and, 
after playing with her awhile, he threw a 
handkerchief about her neck, and drew it up 
tight and uplifted a hatchet; that at that 
moment the defendant pushed the door to 
with his foot; that they then heard the blows 
of the hatchet, and the cries of the woman 
that LuDg Fuo (the defendant) was killing 
her; that the defendant called out that he 
would kill anyone who would inform on him, 
and for that reason they had concealed his 
crime. Two other Chinamen testified that 
at San Francisco about two weeks ago the 
defendant stated to them in an opium den 
that be was about to leave for China, 
and that he had committed this mnrder. 
Several Woodland 
Chinamen 
testified 
that 
he bad often 
been 
in 
that 
place prior to the killing, and that he was 
there upon the day when the crime occurred. 
The defendant testified that he had never 
been in Yolo county before the arrest; that 
he had on the 13th of September last married 
a woman on whom Ah Chick had a claim, 
and he produced the Justice’s marriage cer­ 
tificate ; that Ah Chick was among those 
who pointed him out to the arresting officer ; 
and that he believed his arreBt had been pro­ 
cured to afford an opportunity to steal hi* 
wife. 
Several Chinamen swore 
that 
the defendant was at San Francisco at 
the time of the murder, and the Presi­ 
dent of defendant’s company testified that 
the President of the company to which tho 
prosecutors belonged bad offered to have the 
case dismissed if the woman was surren­ 
dered. After a patient hearing of the case 
Judge Ruggles on Thursday afternoon held 
the defendant to answer, and remanded him 
to jail without bail. It was a case where all 
the Chinese witnesses on the one side or the 
other committed perjury deliberately, and 
where no conclusion could be arrived at 
which would be entirely satisfactory. It is 
now left in a position where, if the defendant 
is guilty, he will be safely kept until the time 
of his trial; and if he is innocent he will 
probably be able to establish it conclusively, 
as he knows precisely what the testimony of 
his prosecutors will be.

The Insects Doomed. 
For several years past it has been evident 
that the early hopes of fruit-growers in this 
State—that our climate was unfavorable to 
the spread of insects injurious to fruit—was 
hope against hope. The codling moth has 
been spreading rapidly in all the valleys 
where fruit-growing is an important industry, 
and for a few years it has been invading the 
orchards of the foothills, on both sides of the 
great interior basin. The apple and pear 
crops have been steadily decreasing under 
the influence of its depredations. The qual­ 
ity of these fruits has also been deteriorating. 
In short, the worms have taken our apple 
and pear orchards, and orchardists have be­ 
come disheartened and discouraged. Not 
only this, but within the past two years ad­ 
ditional insect pests have shown themselves 
in some localities in the shape of rcale bugs, 
covering the young growth of the apple and 
pear trees, and attacking the fruit itself, tak­ 
ing the sap from the tree and marring and 
disfiguring the fruit. A similar scale bug has 
also invaded the orange and lemcn orchards 
of the southern counties, and is playing 
havoc with the semi-tropic fruit trees and 
fruits. Thousands of dollars have already 
been taken out of the pockets of our fruit­ 
growers by these little pests, and the destruc­ 
tion is so threatening that unless the evil is 
checked the fruit business of the entire ¡state 
is seriously endangered for all time to come. 
The Stat9 B >ard of Agriculture, seeing the 
great danger, at the late fair mnde provision 
for an exhibition of the insects, their habits, 
etc., which has already done much to call 
public attention to the evil, and to the neces­ 
sity of some organized action in the premises. 
What shall that action be and whence 
should it come, is the practical question of 
the day. It is of but little use for individual 
orchardists to spend time and money and in­ 
genuity in fighting the pests, so long as their 
next neighbors do nothing. One old and 
valueless orchard may serve as a breeding 
ground from which may go forth millions of 
worms each year, to destroy the fruit cn a 
hundred other surrounding orchards of 
thrifty-bearing trees. One man may, by ne­ 
glect of his own trees, ruin the business of a 
hundred of his fellow orchardists, "V olun- 
tary organizations for self-protection can ac­ 
complish but little, because they will have 
no power over other people’s orchards no 
power to enforce preventive or remedial 
measures. The State Board of Agri- 
cnlture have 
done 
a 
great good, 
but they have no means 
to do 
anything more than to keep the sub­ 
ject before the people. They may, how­ 
ever, supplement their action by collecting 
together public sentiment on the subject and 
formulating a law to be passed at the next 
Legislature, by and through which the evil 
may be reached and eradicated. The exhibi­ 
tion of the Board at the State Fair not only 
cailed attention to the insects themselves, hut 
it at the same time, and in the same connec­ 
tion, brought forward a remedy, or remedies, 
which have been proven to be efficient in 
eradicating and destroying these insects if 
properly and earnestly and perseveringly ap­ 
plied by all. To compel all to apply the rem­ 
edies is the province of the legislative and ex­ 
ecutive branches of the State G. vernment, 
and to these sources should application be 
made at the next session of the Legislature.. 


Pacific Railroad, completed and equipped 
with cars for carrying wheat in bulk and 
elevators and machinery to handle the grain 
economically, affords this promise.

would be eagerly sought by ship-owners. 
The present price of freight to Europe—dif­ 
ferent ports—is about £3 10s. 6-L, or §7 02 
mure than it should be per ton. We will 
probably ship this year 800,000 tons. The 
excess on this amount foots up SO,000,000 as 
the loss on one crop of wheat. We have 
heretofore Bhown that handling wheat in 
bulk, as it will be handled by the Southern 
Pacific route, would save the farmers §1,250,­ 
000 on the present season’s shipment. Let 
us have the brighter day promised. 


Different Breeds of Cattle. 
A considerable feeling has existed among 
breeders of Jersey, Ayreshire, Guernsey and 
other classes of thoroughbred cattle, in conse­ 
quence of the dropping of the second pre­ 
miums on all classes except the short-horns 
by the State Board of Agriculture when mak­ 
ing out their last premium list. The breed­ 
ers of other classes of stock contended that an 
association that existed for the purpose of 
giving breeders an opportunity to bring their 
cattle to its fairs aud submitting their merits 
to a discriminating public, should not itself 
attempt to decide in advance the questions it 
submitted to the public. In other words, the 
Court should not decide the question of facts, 
but submit them fairly and without prejudice 
to the jury. In this we fully agree with the 
breeders. Individuals and individual mem­ 
bers of the Board of Agriculture may have 
and should have their own opinions as.to the 
merits of the different breeds of 6tock, and 
as individuals they have the undisputed right 
to express those opinions, but as a board, it 
they express in any manner this opinion they 
go beyond tlieir power, aud do injustice to 
those interested. The short-horns are doubt­ 
less at the head of beef-producing cattle of 
the world ; but when we say this we also rec­ 
ognize the fact that the Hereford» in Eng­ 
land aud in some of the Mississippi valley 
States aie contesting tl is question very 
closely, and it is in no ways certain that they 
will not in time wrest the first place from 
those who now proudly hold it. The Ayre- 
shires, Jerseys and GuernseyB do not pretend 
to beef-making, but they do claim that for 
the dairy they are superior breeds to either 
the short-horns 
or Hereford». 
They 
also claim that the dairy interest in 
California is in no sense a less im- 
jrortant interest thnn the beef interest. 
In this we agree with them also. This propo­ 
sition being admitted, it follows that all these 
classes of thoroughbred cattle should receive 
from the boards of agriculture the same con­ 
sideration and encouragement, and that no 
distinction should Ire made in the premiums 
offered. 
The herds of the same classes 
should he required to compete against each 
other and not breeds of different classes 
against one another. This is the request of 
the breeders of the dairy cattle, and we un ¡ 
derstaad the breeders of the beef-making j 
breeds generally concede it. 


A Brighter Day for Wheat in California. 
The price of wheat in California depends j 
in the first instance on the demand in Eu- | 
rope, and in the next instance on the cost of j 
transportation from the place of production j 
to the place of consumption. At present 
there is but one mears of transportation, and j 
but one route—by ships around the Horn and 
across the Atlantic. When we have large ; 
crops as this year, a scarcity of ships and high j 
freights are the rule, and farmers have j 
to accept low prices in proportion. This is | 
the situation at present. The country is full j 
of wheat, and purchasers aie limiting their j 
purchases and offering low rates because they 
cannot send the wheat forward as rapidly as ; 
it is offered—hence a stagnation and dullness ; 
in the market, and the farmers are the suffer­ 
ers. This state of things has occurred many ; 
times in the history of the State, and has ' 
been a great loss to all the people 
indirectly, and a great loss to the wheat 
farmers directly. 
Any change that will I 
bring a constant supply of means for moving 
the wheat crops of the State forward to mar­ 
ket at fair rates will be one of the greatest 
benefits that can be conferred upon our 
people generally, and upon the wheat- 
growers directly. An overland route to the 
Gulf of Mexico, and from thence a 
short sea voyage across the Atlantic is the 
promise of the near future. The Southern 


The American Horse. 
An ¡tit- resting address was delivered by 
Hr. George B. Loring in connection with the 
recent commencemeut exercises of the Col­ 
umbia Veterinary College at Checkering Hall, 
New York. The Prairie Parmer says of it: 
It deals more especially with the trotting and 
roadster class of horses, showing how these 
horses have been given, by climate, locality, 
selection in breeding and good management, 
the desirable qualities for which they are 
remarkable. These have converted the stilted 
gait of the thoroughbred into the swinging 
stride and powerful knee-action of the trot­ 
ter ; these, and the habit of driving have 
changed “ the narrow-c »ntÍDed shoulder of 
the thoroughbred, with its short humerus 
attached, and the necessarily advanced 
position of the fore leg—so near the point of 
the shoulder that a line falling thence touches 
the toe—to the loose shoulder-blade and long 
humerus, long from the elbow to the point 
of the shoulder, so that a line failing 
from this point touches the ground far in 
front of the foot, and to that ma3sive, mus­ 
cular base which characterizes the trotter.” 
Dr. Loring goes on to say that the above and 
other causes have cut down the sharp thin 
withers of the thoroughbred and filled the 
space above the top of the shoulder blades 
with a mass of strong muscles, strengthened 
the lower jaw so that the horse and driver 
may be made one throngh bit and rein, drop­ 
ped the points of the hips below the level of 
the rump where they usually stand on the 
thoroughbred, encased the untiring channels 
of true blood in a new frame, cooled the 
ardor and increased the patience and en­ 
larged the sagacity of the thoroughbred. 
American wants and American institutions 
demand horses of 'a different sort from any 
that are the result of English or European 
breeding. But our purpose in referring to 
Dr. Loring’s address is to reproduce two or 
three paragraphs which any farmer who has 
a colt to raise will do well to pursue. He 
says: 
“ When a colt is born into a family—espe­ 
cially if his lot is cast in pleasant places, ami 
he has a goodly heritage—the foremost dan­ 
ger is that he will be spoiled in early life. It 
really seeuis as if all owners of horses endeav­ 
ored to ascertain how in the most expeditious 
manner to ruin them. The natural tendency 
of a horse, young or old, is to preserve him­ 
self in a sound and healthy condition. The 
wear and tear of hard work, aud the injuri­ 
ous effects of a life of luxury aud ease, are 
about equally destructive to him ; and the 
price lie is obliged to pay for Lis intimacy 
with man, and the care and attention he re­ 
ceives at his hands, is the loss, in a larger or 
smaller degree, of the robust health, aud the 
elastic animal spirits, and the abounding and 
joyous and painless power of motion with 
which nature endows him. A colt is a happy 
thing in the beginning—happier than a child. 
A horse is intended to be a hapjiy thing 
throngh life—happier than man. But the 
folly and misfortune which sadden aud 
weaken the master bear heavily, also, 
on his dumb and patient servant. The 
two travel a hard road together, and 
both are obliged to pay the penalty which 
•should in justice fall upon one. If thi3 is cne 
of the inevitable consequences of the decree 
which gives man dominion over the birds of 
the air and boasts of the field, I suppose man 
and animal must submit SDd obey. But it 
may not be so. If, for the gratification of 
ambition or pride, or for high service to his 
race, or for immortal renown, man is willing 
to subordinate aud sacrifice all his physical 
powers, aud is determined that his body shall 
obey the commands of his imperious spiiit, 
inspired and consumed in the great flame, so 
must it be ; hut let him spare his servant who 
obeys him, his dumb l>ea»t who has trusted in 
him. It is a goad thing to remember that a 
horse has certain natural faculties, without 
which he would not be a horse, and which it 
is important to preserve. Mau is so wise as 
well as tyrannical that he finds it difficult to 
believe that he is not to remodel and reeon- 
s ruct everything wiiich is provided for his 
use and comfort before it is tit for his im­ 
perial use and service ; and so he meddles 
with everybody and everything. It is much 
easier for him to comprehend his own handi­ 
work than the Lord’s.

“ But to return t > the colts. They should 
neither lie petted to death, uor conquered and 
subdued to death. They should be familiar­ 
ized with the harness when so young that 
they imagine the straps a part of themselves 
engaged in business they hardly know how ; 
and they should be gradually introduced to 
tlieir work with an unruffled temper, and an 
acquiescent hut unsubdued spirit. 
When 
you actually conquer a horse, you can never 
tell where the conquest is going to end. Let 
the lesson begin at two years old, and a few 
weeks will complete it, without danger from 
violence, and it will never be forgotten. It 
need not be renewed until the animal has 
become mature and string enough to bear 
the burdens of life. Asa colt may be sprained 
by over-loading, so he may be ruined by 
over-feeding. 1 have known many a colt 
ruined by excessive feeding the first winter 
of bis life, it is pleasant to see his glassy 
coat and lively head and mature neck anti 
well-developed form, under a good supply of 
oats. But all the pleasure will vanish if you 
look carefully at his limbs, which tremble a 
little after exeicise; and it will still more 
entirely vanish if you will examine him after 
his summer’s run at grass, and wonder that 
he looks no better, and has not grown more. 
Sweet hay and a few oats, with a very little 
grain at long intervals of time, are sufficient. 
And if you doubt this, go and ask the fat and 
favorite colts who are passing their hot-bed 
lives in their good-looking stabies, which are 
multiplying everywhere; go and ask the 
thousands of English thoronghbredg, who are 
hobbling about, ruined by forced growth, and 
forced efforts and hot food, ere their lives 
had fairly begun, and see what answer you 
will get They would all tell you, if they 
could speak, that the muscle which the horse 
gets after he is four years old is worth vastly 
more than what he makes before that time ; 
that all the fat a colt had upon himself before 
he is four years old is an injury to him ; that 
tlieir lives are shortened and their powers 
are weakened by early feeding and early 
work ; that if you will feed for early matur­ 
ity, and drive for early speed, you must ex­ 
pect to lose a large part of the ultimate value 
of your horse. A few years of life, a few 
seconds of speed. Precocity is a poor thing. 
That alone endures which ri|»ens slowly. The 
wisdom of human maturity is the best wis­ 
dom—that maturity which comes from steady 
and legitimate development of all humau 
poweis. T hat S|>eed and endurance are the 
greatest which are not called for until the 
horse is in full possession of his faculties. 
An American man, dependent on himself for 
all he is and is to be, fit for all the duties 
which may devolve upon him, will not grow 
tip in a day.”

EASTER N MAGAZINES. 


AN ORTHODOX MONTHLY ACCUSED OF 
INFIDELITY. 


Periodicals 
Steadily Losing Money 
Literary M atter a D iug—Hopeless 
Outlook for W riters. 


N ew Y o r k, September 23, 1SS0. 
The magazine which has the largest cir­ 
culation after Harper’s, and is yet the 
youngest of all the literary monthlies, is 
Scribner’s. It is only ten years old, but it 
ha3 shown more enterprise aud energy, thus 
far, than any of its rivals, and seems to be 
making its way very rapidly. It has ad­ 
vertised most liberally and judiciously, 
and has naturally, therefore, gained a large 
circulation—about 120,000, it is claimed— 
which is reported to be regularly increas­ 
ing. Whether it has made very much 
money up to the preceut is doubtful; for it 
has spent a great deal—which it may not 
have to spend again—and has thus 
prepared the path leading to pecuniary 
s access. It has sowed what it regards 
as 
financial 
seed, 
from 
which it 
justly expects a plenteous harvest. 
L'he prices that Scribner’« has paid for il­ 
lustrations aud letter-press are handsome, 
aud its proprietors have shown an earnest, 
laudable determination to secure the best 
ability they can command. The illustra­ 
tions frequently look better than those of 
Harper's, ow ing to the fact that the paper 
ou which they appear is tiiicker, as it can 
afford to be, since Scribner's, containing 
less matter than its competitor, is not 
obliged to have so thin pages as Harper's 
has in order to keep w ithin the required 
postal weight. Scribner’s actually spares 
neither pains nor expense to make itself 
in its understanding in every respect a 
lirst-class magazine. The publishers and 
editors are enthusiastic in their vocation, 
aud work quite as hard therein for love as 
they do for money. Probably they over­ 
rate their periodical, a3 zealous workers 
always do, but their high idea of it helps 
it unquestionably. 
ORTHODOXY OF PUBLISHERS. 
The proprietors ot Scribner's are Scribner 
& Co., composed of Charles Scribner’s Sons 
(the firm name is unchanged, though ouly 
one son is left), Dr. J. G. Holland, the 
editor, and Roswell Smith, publisher of 
the magazine. When Holland and Smith 
were in Europe in 1869 they conceived the 
notion of the monthly, and finally decided, 
while walking one evening on the Bridge 
of Moiit Blanc at Geneva, to present tlieir 
plan to Charles Scribner & Co., Charles 
Scribner then being alive. The plan was 
accepted by the New York house on their 
return, and everything got ready for the 
issue of the periodical. One object they 
had was to furnish a magazine which, as 
they put it, should be a “ Christian power 
in literature” — something needed, they 
thought, because tiie other monthlies are, 
in their judgment, decidedly lacking in or­ 
thodoxy. The judgment is, I presume, 
mainly correct; for tiie literary mind of 
the country is, for the most part, rational­ 
istic, or as the evangelical would say, infi­ 
del. 
M aDy publishers of newspapers, 
periodicals and books have a tondcncy to 
churches aud ohurchism ; but most writers 
have a tendency away from these. 
Harper & Brothers, for instauce, have 
been conspicuous for Methodism ; but they 
have not obtruded it in their business. In­ 
deed, they are not of that mold. They do 
not mix their affairs with their theol­ 
ogy, having been commercial, no doubt, 
before they were religious. This story, 
told of the lato Fletcher Harper, 
considered the shrewdest and most 
sagacious of the four original brothers, 
illustrates the spirit the firm has worked 
in. After the Rev. John S. C. Abbott had 
been publishing fora number of months his 
“ History of Napoleon” in the magazine, 
and after he had incurred a deal of censure 
for his extravagant eulogies of his hero, an 
old acquaintance of Fletcher walked into 
the counting-room in Franklin square, and 
thus addressed him : “ I came to see you, 
Mr. Harper, to express my amazement that 
yonr house should publish a work which is 
an apotheosis of murder and an apology 
for adultery. I allude, of course, to Ab- 
bott’s ‘ History of Napoleon.’ The spirit 
in which it is written is shameful and in­ 
famous. How lie as a consistent Christian 
can write it, or you as a consistent Chris­ 
tian can print it, defies my understanding.” 
Then the amiable aud practical Fletcher : 
You amaze me by your words as much 
as I can amaze you. Mr. Abbott is cer­ 
tainly conscientious in his writings. He 
has told me that every morning before he 
takes up hid pen he kneels down and ad­ 
dresses the throne of grace for inspiration 
and guidance. 
And, moreover, my dear 
air, you will permit me tu add that ‘ Ab­ 
bott’» Napoleon’ pays.” 
Sheldon Co., who published the Gal­ 
axy, are Baptists, I think, and were much 
disturbed, it is said, by the skeptical char­ 
acter of papers that appeared in its pages 
from time to time ; hut if the objectionable 
papers sold the magazine their disturbance 
was modified. Such is the story at least; 
but it may not be trnc. 
Appleton &. Co., publishers of several 
periodicals, lean to orthodoxy, though its 
members differ as to sect. Still, they are 
not narrow or intolerant, and, like the 
Harpers, keep their business and ecclesi­ 
astic belief entirely apart. The rigidly 
evangelical have found great fault with 
them because they issued the works of 
Tyndal, Huxley, Carpenter and Herbert 
Spencer, directly leveled, as tiiey allege, at 
the teachings of religion and the spirit of 
revelation. They have even gone so far as 
to predict disaster for a house that can lend 
itself to disseminate rank atheism through 
the land. The Appletons show' no signs 
of disquietude, but hold the even tenor of 
their way, publishing such books as they 
think will sell, independent of their bear­ 
ing on orthodoxy. 
Houghton, Osgood k Co., when publish­ 
ers of the Atlantic, represented conserva­ 
tism and liberalism, llonghton being or­ 
thodox and Osgood heterodox, I am told. 
The magazine, when Fields, Osgood & Co. 
had it, did not pretend to be in the line of 
clericalism, hut represented the views of 
such advanced thinkers as Emerson, Low­ 
ell and the transeendentalists generally. 
Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, are ortho­ 
dox enough, although they put no special 
orthodoxy into their monthly. 
A HARD COURSE TO STEER. 
To return to Scribner's. Both its pub­ 
lishers and editors are sound theologically ; 
but they have been harried and denounced 
not a little by sectarian persons and publi­ 
cations f»r their liberality. 
These de­ 
manded that the monthly should he one­ 
sided and bigoted, which it is far from 
being, and which its owners have never 
thought of making it. Dr. Holland has, 
since he came to New York to live, grown 
far broader than he use to be, and has Keen 
rendered very combative toward certain 
exponents of evangelism by their animad­ 
version upon his course. lie is rather pug­ 
nacious, and sufficiently egotistic, withal, 
to have his ties to chnrchiam insensibly 
loosened by what he considers as persecu­ 
tion for his independent opinions. Some 
of his heterodox friends say, that if he grows 
as much for the next ten years as 
he has for the past eight, he will 
become a pronounced rationalist. This is 
not probable ; but he is benefited by resid­ 
ing in a great city, aud can see that there 
is good in men and things outside of eccle- 
siasticism. He has companions among in­ 
fidels, so called, some of whom like Stod- 
dard.Stedman, Higginson and others are 
valued contributors to the periodical. 
Scribner'shun absorbed several magazines, 
Hours at Home, Putnam s (second scriee), 
and one or two others, and will be sure to 
U“t, as its owners have anifilc capital. 
Both Dr. Holland and Roswell Smith have 
a handsome property, and Charles Scrib­ 
ner's Sons is a rich house. The late J. 
Blair Scribner who, though quite young 
when he died, was the older of the sons, 
was a great favorite of his grandfather, 


John Blair, a very wealthy man, after 
whom he was named. Blair was so desir­ 
ous to have Scribners alone in the firm, 
that he gave Armstrong §100,000 to retire, 
and it was supposed that he intended to 
leave a large sum to the late Blair Scribner, 
wealthy through inheritance from his 
fat.er. 
Not one of the monthlies is so loadid 
down with MS3. of all sorts as Scribner's. 
It has not only those it acquired by pur­ 
chase of other magazines ; it has bought a 
great many ou its own account, and is 
really hampered with the quantity it has 
on hand. Before its first issue the editors 
feared, strangely enough, that they might 
not have sufficient matter. Consequently 
they sent checks to various authors, solicit­ 
ing stories, essays, sketches, poems, aud 
got them, of course. It is not singular 
that they have a plethora. Whoever has 
money to pay can always be sure of abun­ 
dant MS., for they who make it profes­ 
sionally rarely know any other way to win 
their bread, and are prone, therefore, 
tu glut their market. Scribner's has copy 
enough, I am told, to publish its issues for 
the next three yiars without any addition 
to the supply ; and I can well believe it. 
It formerly paid on acceptance, and does so 
still in particular cases, but generally it is 
unwilling to, owing to its vast surplus. 
Iu fact, it returns MS. constantly, and very 
acceptable MS., too, because it cannot see 
the time when it can put it to use. Dr. 
Holland has papers in his desk which he 
paid for four, five, six, even seven years 
ago, aud cannot find an opportunity to 
publish ; and many of them are by authors 
of reputation. Those ambitious of maga­ 
zine fame should keepaway from Scribner’s. 
The rate of compensation is about §3 to §10 
a printed page (1,100 words), the same as 
Harper's rate, though Harper's page con­ 
tains only 1,000 words. Higher figures 
are given to special contributors. 
Sted- 
man got, I understand, §20 a page for his 
papers on the “ Victorian Poets,” aud Brete 
Harte has had §40 to §50 for some of his 
clever stories. 
A number of critics fail to like Scribner's. 
They call it the 
ORGAN OF PHILISTINISM, 
The periodical of common-place, the ex­ 
ponent of platitudes and the like. It is 
not so fresh or individual as it might be, 
because many of its contributors, and, per­ 
haps the majority of its readers, are not 
severely intellectual, and are content to do 
and to accept what rarer minds have gone 
beyond. The notion that it is orthodox and 
narrow—entirely false, though this be—has 
hurt it with the set who believe in Art for 
A rt; but, cn the other hand, the saíne 
notiun has helped it with the church-loving 
class. It has a very large circulation with 
the representatives ot Bible Societies, 
Young Men’s Christian 
Associations, 
Missionary Leagued, and other evangelical 
bodies. Its immediate rival is Harper's ; 
the two being the sole fully illustrated 
monthlies in the Republic ; but it does not 
seem to have injured the prosperity of the 
latter. Unquestionably a great many sub­ 
scribers to Scribner's never took a maga­ 
zine before they had taken i t ; so that it 
may be said to have created its own con­ 
stituency. It goes largely into the country 
proper, and is perused there with an 
avidity that is unknown in commercial 
centers. 
Sunday Afternoon (this awkward and 
pious title has been changed to Good Com­ 
pany, I believe), set up at Springfield, 
Mass., two or three years ago, appears to 
bid directly for such orthodox favor as 
Scribner’s enjoys. It has contributors of 
ability an I reputation, and has been ex­ 
tensively advertised, although I am skep­ 
tical of its establishment. A magazine 
cannot be sustained in a town of ordinary 
size ; its success, even iu a big capital, is 
very doubtful; and I look for another pe­ 
riodical to die before a great while in the 
region of New England. Good, Company is 
cheaper, in a double sense, than Scribner's, 
and will not be likely to interfere with it. 
It ¡3 a very creditable publication of its 
kind, but it is not of the kind to make a 
fortune from. Its circulation is set down 
at 5,000 to 6,000, and its contributions are 
faultlessly moral aud free from the least 
tincture ot theological independence. I 
wish it well, but I fear that it will fall ill. 
a pple to n’s jo u r n a l 
Underwent year before last another 
change, and seems to have ceased to be a 
popular, miscellaneous, literary monthly 
It claims to have now a higher order of 
contents ; to be more serious in its aims, 
and to admit selected as well as original 
matter. This means in plain English that 
it publishes a cheaper periodical, and that 
most of its old contributors have been 
ruled out. We all know what original and 
selected matter signifies in a periodical; it 
signifies a great deal of selected and very 
little original—merely enough to swear by, 
or, if you choose, to swear at. I doubt if 
the Journal can be pwperous in its new 
departure, though I hope it may. It has 
not been prosperous iu the past; in truth, 
I am led to infer that it has 
STEADILY LOST MONEY. 
Begun seventeen or eighteen years since as 
a weekly, it so continued until, four years 
ago, it was turned into a monthly. I hear 
that 
the 
Appletons 
have 
several 
times 
seriously 
contemplated 
relin­ 
quishing it, and I imagine that they 
will, it 
it continues in its 
new 
and much cheaper shape to be a drain on 
their purse. It lias deserved far more 
patronage than it has received. It has had 
many capital contri 1mtors, such as Richard 
Henry Stoddard, Joel Benton, Albert 
Rhodes, Constance Fenimore Woolson, 
William H. Rideing, M. E. W. S. (Mrs. 
Sherwood), Julian Hawthorne, George M. 
Towle, Edgar Fawcett, Rebecca Harding 
Davis, Howard Glyndon, A. II. Guernsey, 
Kate Field, George Cary Eggleston and a 
score of others. It has paid also as 
liberally as other periodicals, and paid, 
for the mo3t part, on acceptance. Its 
editor, Oliver B. Bunco, has talent, culture, 
discriminating taste and wide experience. 
Nevertheless, the magazine, whether in 
weekly or monthly parts, has never reached 
a paying point, which is less singular than 
it seems, for hardly any magazine pays. 
Tiio circulation has at no time, I under­ 
stand, been over 10,000, and I have been 
told that 1). Appleton & Co. have sunk 
§200,0*10 in it, which is a moderate sum, 
since it would he a deficit ouly of about 
§10,000 a year. The firm is very wealthy, 
and can easily endure ordinary losses, 
but it has no better appetite for 
losses on this account. If tho periodical 
in its latest form makes nothing, it 
will not lose very much—at least not near­ 
ly so much as it has lost hitherto. 
a rR O srE R ors ju v e n il e . 
A monthly which has done extraordi­ 
narily well, and promises to continue to do 
so is the St. Nicholas, a juvenile known to 
all lx>ys and girls between six and sixteen. 
It has the same ownership—Scribner & 
Co —as Scribner's, and has gained a circu­ 
lation of about SO,000 to 90,000. Its ed­ 
itor is Mary -Mapqs Dodge, excellently 
qualified for her place, and so highly val­ 
ued by the publishers that they give her 
§5,000 a year. She is a great lover of 
children; understands them on instinct, 
ami knows precisely what they like best 
to read. She does a deal of work, although 
she appears but seldom over her own sig­ 
nature. St. Nicholas has swallowed the 
Young Folks aud Riverside, both issued in 
Boston, and the L 'dtb Corporal, of Chicago 
origin. Indeed, it has no competition ex­ 
cept the Wid.e-Aieake (Boston), a juvenile 
monthly set up by D. Lothrop & Co., since 
St. Nicholas proved its success. Among 
its' contributors, mostly women as might be 


she has matter enough offered,

Its illustrations are capital, and nothing 
is spared to render them all that they 
should be. Little people like pictures, aud 
they enjoy these immensely, as I happened 
to obsi rve more than once—that is when I 
have been where children were, and escape 
was impossible.

Nicholas I do not feel competent to speak, 
except through the testflnony of others ; 
for among all my vices, fondness for chil­ 
dren of from two months to fourteen years 
of age, of cither sex, cannot be reckoned.

AT CHOISY LE ROY. 


A GAME CF THE MIDDLE AGES CN 
THE SEINE. 


A Barbarous Sport and How It is Con­ 
ducted in Franca 


P a ris, September C. 1SS0. 
Choisy le Roy is a small city situated on 
the river Seine, distant from Paris half 
an hour’s ride on the railroad. 
King 
Louis XV. there constructed a magnificent 
chateau for his last favorite, Madame de 
Pompadour. The broad streets shaded 
with giaut trees, the grand walks and ma­ 
jestic air of the place well indicate the 
footsteps of a king. 
The garden of the 
chateau extends down to the water’s banks, 
while the extensive park iu the hack serves 
as a screen for the curious of the roadside. 
There still remain traces of the deep, wide 
walled ditch which in past days extended 
arouud the entire grounds asa fortification. 
The country arouud is fruitful, and pretty 
extensively dotted with small villages ; in 
fact so numerous are these little towns that 
an ordinary walk would take you through 
at least five. Notwithstanding the beauty 
aud attraction of the place, particularly its 
convenient distance from Pans, Choisy le 
Roy is not a favorite resort of Parisians. 
It is altogether too grand and imposing, 
for those who thirst for a breath of fresh 
air prefer trees of more intimate nature, 
whose low, thick branches produce little 
cool nooks where they may roll on the 
grass aud fall asleep. Yet once each year 
Choisy le Roy is 
THE SCENE OF MUCH GAYETY 
The moment of its fete, which took place 
last Sunday. Fetes always take place on 
a Sunday ; they generally begin on a Sun­ 
day and last over through the following 
Sunday. 
During the week very little 
amusement is going on aside from the 
chtvaux de bois, patronized by the children ; 
everything remains stationary uutil the 
last Sunday has arrived. 
Whatever 
may be the entertainment the first Sunday, 
the second Sunday is invariably a grand 
ball and illumination. As Choisy le Roy is 
situated on. the Seine, the principal per­ 
formance took place on the water. There 
was what is called la joute, a game savoring 
so much of the middle ages that it is both 
curious and interesting. Along the lower 
bank of the Seine, close to the water’s 
edge, was erected a tent, a high stand in 
the center for the Mayor, city officials and 
the judges of the prizes to be awarded, and 
on either side of this stand long benches, 
graduated in bight, for those spectators 
willing to pay teu sous lor tiie privilege of 
sitting during the performance. Itnmedi 
ately ia front of the judges’ stand were 
placed low' benches in regular rows for the 
fanfare. The fanfare, exists in all the 
cities and villages of France, and is an asso­ 
ciation of amateurs, young men of the 
place, who play the clarionet in concert. 
Long before the principal actors had made 
their appearance nr the more aristocratic 
audience had arrived, the banks uf the 
river and one entire side of tbe bridge were 
filled with spectators, and to judge from 
the number, it may be imagined at what 
earl}' hour those in the front row had come 
to get the best places. The river was 
tilled with men, women aud chil­ 
dren moving here and there prepara 
tory to stationing themselves in front of 
the scene of action. At the appointed hour 
the fanfare was heard in the distance, then 
the musicians were seen moving down the 
inclined plane leading to the lower bank ; 
they were followed by the Mayor, the 
judges and other dignitaries ; behind these 
last came some forty young men dressed in 
white linee jackets and j ants over flan­ 
nel drawers and shirts, red or blue sashes 
around their waists and red or blue caps on 
their heads : they each carried a long red 
or bine pole in their hand with a round 
head at both ends, one end of which was 
padded. As they approached the crowd 
cheered them, the fanfare blew louder 
than ever, and everyone was in a state of 
SINGULAR EXCITEMENT. 
Close to the water’s edge were mounds oL 
sand arranged for the occasion, and into 
these the young men planted their staffs 
and stood around in groups, apparently 
impatient for the trial. In the center of 
one of these sand banks, facing the tribunal, 
was placed a sort oi tube of metal, into 
which rockets were thrust and pushed and 
then set off, producing a great noise, 
to be echoed in the distance as the 
rocket 
exploded 
far 
up 
in 
the 
air. 
This was the signal that the 
exercises were to commence. Immediately 
two boats fastened to the bank, one paint­ 
ed blue and the other red, both with a 
small raised platform at the end, were 
seized each by five men wearing the sash 
and cap the color of the boat. Four of 
them gTasped the oars while the fifth stood 
to steer. Close to the water’s edge stood 
three judges, or rather arbitrators, of the 
rules of the game. The young men drew 
lots as to their opponents aud their turn. 
Another rocket was sent off, the first com­ 
batants seizing their poles took their place 
ou their respective boats, the j'anjhre 
oeaeed, the drum was played aud the row­ 
ers plied tlieir oars. The two boats had 
departed at a long distance from each other 
and were now approaching; as they pass 
each other the young combatants take off 
their hats aud gracefully salute each other ; 
the boats continue for some distance, then 
turn, aud as they again meet, each young 
man places his pole against his breast and 
points the other end at his adversary ; the 
force of the movement produced by the 
rowers causes 
one to give 
way, 
and hack he goes tumbling into the 
water with his pole; the vanquisher bows 
aud turns and totters, and of!' he goes over 
the side of the boat, dragging his pole after 
him, while the crowd on the shore ap­ 
plaud and halloo with undisguised delight. 
The young men splash around in the water 
like lish and then swim ashore, laughing 
and apparently as amused as their com­ 
panions, who greet them with derision. 
The second combatant had scarcely touched 
the water’s surface when the drum ceased 
and the music of the fanfare recommenced. 
During this time 
ALL IS EXCITEMENT 
And animation on shore, as the qualities of 
the champions are discussed. The fanfare 
finishes and two others take their places 
on the boats ; as they pass each other they 
salute as did the first, aud it is only at the 
second meeting they point their great 
poles at their opponent's breast. One is 
forced to give way and fall into the water, 
and fall he did with a great splash, while 
the vanquisher, with triumph, looks to­ 
wards the crowd as he keeps his footing 
upon the platform, but the heavy pole has 
slightly touched the side of the boat and 
his companions with one voice cry 
out: “ A Ceau! a I'can! tie hold his 
pole aloft and with proud defiance looks 
interrogatively upon the crowd ; now the 
voices of the arbitrators are heard to cry, 
“ A Ceau! a Ceau!" when the disappoint­ 
ed victor immediately throws his pole in 
the W3ter, and joining his two hands above 
his head, makes one plunge and disappears 
beneath the river's surface. The fanfare 
begins as before, and the animated con­ 
versation of the spectators recommences. 
The cltampions who follow appear less 
confident than their predecessors, and 
mount their respective platforms with 
rather a iflodest air. This time, as 
one tumbles backward in the water, the 
other raises his pole in the air with a 
graceful gesture and is heartily applauded 
by tho crowd. The poles are exceedingly 
heavy, and it requires such very great 
strength to hold them aloft, that in most 
cases the fate of the combatants is the 
same as that of the first two. 
One 
champion, after having overthrown his 
opponent, holds his pole in the air, but 
he advances so that one foot rests in the 
bottom of the boat. “A Ceau! a Ceau!” 
they all cry, and in spite of his hard- 
earned victory he plunges in the water. In 


order to enter the lists the candidates must 
not be younger than 18. and not older than 
40; but with few exceptions the champ­ 
ions at Cito sy le 11 y were quite youug. 
Only at the last did the stronger and 
older ones make their, appearance, and theex- 
citenient became greater as the interest in- 
creared. 
There are two prizes, the 
first, and moro impoitant for the dry 
victor and the second for the u-el 
victor, for iu the encounter one is bound 
to go over. 
l’hey keep on trying their 
skill until two only remain, who obtain 
the prizes according to the good luck of 
each, for these two contest aud this mo­ 
ment ia considered the crisis of the dav. 
The year before one youug mau was signal­ 
ized not only for his force, but his address 
aud gracefulness ; he had vanquished a 
number of contestants without scarcely 
taking any rest. Another person, whom 
those around us calle I Samson, seemed to 
have equal chance, owing to his corpulent 
body aud the amount of resistance he in 
consequence presented. At hist these two 
alone were left with dry clothes ; every one 
of the rest of the band had had a ducking, 
and as the crowd watched these two 
- h.impious mount their platforms it was 
with 
ALMOST PAINFUL EXPECTANCY. 
There w as no betting w hatever, but each 
one expressed his opinion to his neighbor, 
aud it was evident tiiat Sámson was gen­ 
erally considered the future vanquisher, 
ow ing to his solid frame, an important fac­ 
tor tu this species oi contest. The two 
combafants then, according to the rules, 
each unwound his scarf and draped it 
around iiis shoulder, to fasten it under his 
artn ; they then, ott meeting, held tlu ir 
caps in the air as they saluted. They 
afterw ards took off their scarfs to tie them 
around their waists, and to draw them 
firmly, so as to give them greater resist­ 
ance. As they again met, not a sound but 
that of the drums could be beard ; the en­ 
tire audience ou laud and ou w ater seemed 
to hold their breath : the poles were 
squarely placed against the breast of each, 
aud for an instant each seemed irresistible 
until -Samsou fell backward like a statue 
into the water.

They are comrades during the 
whole year, and spend much of ti r 
time discussing la joute and the probable 
victors of the coming contest. Their tine 
appearance and the charming grace with 
which they yield to the decision of the 
arbitrators by immediately plunging into 
the water when only a slight violation 
of an insignificant rule has robbed 
them of a hard-earned victory, prove them 
to be well-raised and intelligent. Yet when 
la junte takes place at Paris, or even in 
the immediate vicinity, the public who 
enter the lists is far less interesting, for 
there come forward at the summons 
all tho gymnasts, weight-lifters, cart- 
drivers, tho heaviest and strongest men 
to be found. Tbe struggle is then terrible 
and the vanquisher has been known to lie 
ill on his back for three whole months spit­ 
ting blood the whole time, for the impetus 
given by the two boats being swiftly rowed 
iu opposite directions and the force of the 
heavy pole are terrible to withstand. As 
may be seen by the great harm which is 
liable to result, the sport is a barbarous 
one and it is astonishing that it should be 
so popular at this late day.

Second, because its success was a direct 
rebuke to the conceited people M ho could 
not conceive of a tournament being con­ 
ducted without their advice being asked 
and their demands acceded to. _Third, 
because the representation at the tour­ 
nament from the clubs of the State 
wit a practical indorsement of the ao ion 
of the Foresters in handicapping. Fourth, 
because the club had the backbone to 
stand up against San Francisco insolence 
and conduct its own business in its own 
way, aud to snub the impertinent chaps 
who denounced it without cause. The ac­ 
count of the shooting was given in our lo­ 
cal columns from day to day, and a repro­ 
duction of it here is unnecessary. The 
so-called State Association did not put in 
an appearance during fair Meek. Itsfoster- 
inothers had three days set aside to them­ 
selves, but did not avail of them. They 
did worry the big dog until he gave up the 
bone rather than have so much snarling 
and snapping going on, hut haviug secured 
the bone declined to gnaw it—i. e., the 
State Club promoters worried the Foresters 
into returning the $200 given for premiums 
by the State Agricultural Society, and then 
did not arrange for a “ shoot” for the 
money themselves, as was understood they 
Mould do. This dog-in the manger policy 
harmed no one but the wiug-shooters of 
the State, M’ho M-ere thus deprived of con­ 
testing for §200 which the Agricultural 
Society Mas willing to freely give in pro­ 
motion of snorting interests. By the way, 
the formation of the State Association 
seems to have awakened very little enthu­ 
siasm. The News Litter gave a facetious 
account of the formation, in which it 
plainly charged that the m hole thing was 
put up in the interest of Crittenden Rob­ 
inson, who came to the meeting with a 
prepared code of laws for the association, 
and that the “ packing” of the meeting 
was so apparent that Messrs. Yale, 
Tiohenor, Wend, Barrett and Williams 
withdrew from it, after Mr. Yale 
had protested against organizing un­ 
til the clubs of the interior. could 
he represented, and after Mr. Tich- 
cnor had protested against the imper­ 
tinence of a few men getting up a hole- 
and-corner meeting, and attempting to leg­ 
islate for a State Association. Since we 
first noticed this State Association new 
light has been shed upon its organization, 
and it is now apparent that a real State 
Association will have to be formed after 
all the clubs in the State have 
had direct notice 
and ample 
time 
in which 
to send 
representatives, 
unless the present organization will 
cast aside its “ code,” dethrone its officials 
and invite all clubs to a meeting of reor­ 
ganization. In this way only can it pour 
oil on what are now troubled waters, and 
M’e are anxious the oil should be poured, 
for, as heretofore stated, a genuine repre­ 
sentative State Association Í3 imperatively 
needed. 
A r c h er y.—The informal archery exer­ 
cise in the Capitol grounds in fair week 
proved very interesting. > Only a few gen­ 
tlemen had found time to gather in a little 
money and arrange for a few ordinary 
prizes, bat leading archtrs from different 
sections of the coast put in an appearance, 
and contested with quite as much enthu­ 
siasm as if thousands of dollars had been 
hung up, and so the meet proved an excel­ 
lent one, and was a archery and a social 
success.

THE RELATION 
AND 
BETWEEN GOOD FARMS 
RED BARNS. 


Boston, Its Streets, its Crowds, its Anni­ 
versary. 


S yracuse, N. Y., Sept. 20, 1SS0. 
Is there any connection betM’een success­ 
ful farming and red barns? That question 
has been agitating my mind for more than 
a week. The cause is this. On my recent 
•trip from this city to Boston aud return I 
noticed that every farm that Mas M-ell 
tilled, fenced and housed, Mas ornamented 
by a red barn, and the nicer the farm the 
redder the barn. I propose to make thor­ 
ough inquiry and furnish the bucolical 
portion of California careful statistics upon 
the red barn business when I return. It is 
useless for me at present to even moralize 
upon the subject, for I am not too weil 
informed upon agricultural pursuits here 
or ou the Pacific coast, and am not posted 
as to ail shades of red color, hut 1 am 
M’orking hard at the problem. 
The scenery from here to the Hub is 
beautiful. Descriptions are but common­ 
place at best. The country should he seen 
not read about. The painters who seek 
Italian scenes aud western wilds for sub­ 
jects could more profitably employ their 
time in an hundred places that spread 
themselves before my eyes in New York 
and Massachusetts. In the Bay State 1 
Mas very much surprised to see so much 
M’oodland—M’hy it seemed to me that no 
man need go west to find forests to clear, 
for here in the thickly-settled common 
M’ealth M’ere thousands of acres of wooded 
slope and plain. I am not farmer enough 
to kuoM’, but I think that land that Mill 
raise such trees will raise grain also. The 
crop of rocks must have been tremendous, 
for stone fences are the rule. I can believe 
now the old story that the early New 
Englander planted corn aud soM’ed «’heat 
with a shot gun, and made soup of rich 
looking stones. 
t h e f ie l d s w e r e sm a ll 
But well cared for and the fences pictur­ 
esque, looking at a distance like castle 
M-alls. In Eastern New York, from .Syra­ 
cuse to Albany, it looked like one grand 
succession of fields dividing a large farm, 
.with every now and then a city or town to 
hold the people. In Massachusetts we be­ 
came accustomed to the tall factory chim­ 
neys and as we neared one of the numerous 
towns aud villages that dot that State iu 
every quarter, we would begin to look for 
the factory that made and supported the 
town. We found, I believe, two places 
where there were no factories, and felt 
really defrauded when we searched for the 
chimney and big building full of operatives 
and found it not. We were somewhat 
cheered by learning, in response to our 
anxious inquiries as to how a Massachusetts 
town dared to exist without a factory, that 
there was one a few miles up the river. 
Every stream seemed to be a river in the 
nomenclature of the natives. We stopped 
one day in Albany and visited the new 
capitol building, Washington l’ark, and 
other points. The new capitol of New 
York is grand, massive, beautiful and 
ornato. 
The Assembly chamber is as 
beautiful as a picture. When full of mem­ 
bers and spectators and lighted at night it 
must be an inspiring and ever to be remem­ 
bered sight. About 1,300 men are at work 
upon the capitol Dow, and it is expected to 
be finished when—the NeM’ Yorker says 
“ I’ll pay no more taxes for this, my ele­ 
phant.” The Senate Chamber is unfin­ 
ished, but “ they” hope to have it ready by 
January. I cannot describe either the 
style or workmanship, or material, except 
by saying that each and all appeared to me 
to be a mixture of every knoM-n style of 
ancient and modern times. On one side 
could lie seen fluted columns and plain pil­ 
lars, on another Gothic curves aDd points, 
on another swelling arabesque and rounded 
shafts, while windows were generally 
square with a decided tendency to he 
homely. The inside M’ork is most beauti­ 
ful. The marble, and granite and stone 
being polished until they resemble mirrors, 
and the fresco and decorative painting be­ 
ing tasteful aud rich. Two most elaborate 
and gigantic paintings adorn the Assembly 
Chamber, one representing day dispersing 
night, and the other the voyage of progress. 
They are both by Hunt, now dead, by his 
own hand. Other paintings are to be put 
in their appointed places as already desig­ 
nated, as soon as the building is completed 
sufficiently to permit. The Court of Ap­ 
peals room is finished in mahogany, and, as 
my wife expressed it for both of us, “ is 
just splendid.” I apologize to you and 
myself for attempting a description, and 
for any failure to make a decent attempt. 
WASHINGTON PARK 
Is a very beautiful spot in the city, and 
would be an ornament to New York or 
Philadelphia. It is very well kept indeed, 
and although small in comparison with 
Central or Golden Gate Parks, yet the 
Bpace is well economized, and the drives so 
artistically arranged, that it appears four 
or five times as large as it really is. It is 
a great resort for rich and poor alike, and 
adds another illustration to the truth of 
the proposition that to maintain a city park 
is tho wisest expenditure of city money 
possible. The streets of Albany, barring 
one or two, are narrow in the business part 
of the city, and the pavements while good, 
are cobble, hence the noise is horrible. 
We arrived in Boston Monday evening 
at 9:30, too late to see auything save the 
splendid manner in which the hack and 
ccachmen were controlled. No wild rush 
upon the traveler; no shouting or yelling, 
but simply standing in a row, separated 
from the traveling public by a strong rail­ 
ing, beckoning for fares. This was in the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Depot. This 
railroad deserves credit for the manner in 
which it runs its trains and manages its sta­ 
tions. We put up at the Hotel Brunsw ick, 
and found it to be a splendid hotel in room9 
and food and attendance, but too far out 
of the city for people like us, total strang­ 
ers. It is the same as though a grand ho­ 
tel was at East Park in Sacramento. 
Tuesday morning we changed to the Revere, 
and felt immediately like Bostonians, for 
lo ! here had Daniel Webster eaten and 
slept and “ drunken,” at least we were so 
informed ninety-nine times. It is a good 
hotel and in town. I hunted up 
t Ae g r e a t c o u n c il 
Of the United States of the Improved Or­ 
der of Red Men, and devoted myself to 
the duties incumbent upon each member 
thereof, while my wife and boy sought to 
find a straight street in Boston. It is 
needless to say that they failed. I tried 
my hand a few days afterwards and thought 
I had found one, when suddenly I came 
upon the balance of the street about a mile 
away from what appeared to be its legiti­ 
mate end. We all became convinced that 
if the end of man was as hard to find as 
the end of a Boston street that spanking in 
youthful days and rest in manhood’s hours 
would be things unknown. 
The Great Council finished its labors 
Thursday morning at 6:30 after a harmo­ 
nious and interesting session. There were 
delegates present from nearly every State 
in the Union, and I enjoyed very much the 
opportunity of conversing with them. Pol­ 
itics of course was tabooed in the Council 
Chamber, hut at intermissions business and 
politics were freely mingled. The next 
session of the Great Council will be held in 
September, 1881, in Annapolis, Maryland. 
I broached the subject of meeting at San 
Francisco and found the members all will­ 
ing to come provided that reasonable rates 
of transportation could be agreed upon. 
Inasmuch as all yonr readers are not 
Red Men (although all the male portion 
ought to be) I will not write any more 
about their great council. To such as are 
Red Men I promise a full report upon my 
return. 
The city of Boston was last week fuller 


than ever before of people, the occasion bod­ 
ing the celebration, Friday September 17, 
ISSO, of the 250th anniversary of the first 
settlement of Boston. All loyal Bosto­ 
nians, wherever located, felt it their duty 
to revisit their former home and assist in 
d<ling honor to the day and the exercises. 
Every local train hr. u^ht its full load of 
COUNTRY COUSINS 
To view the sights, and as all the railroads 
ran trains at reduced rates and increased 
frequency, a very large perceutage of 
Massachusetts itself Mas on hand. The 
streets King so narrow- (on an average 
like Oak avenue) and the sidewalks still 
narrower, averaging about five feet, the 
crowd seemed larger than it really was. I 
judge, however, that at least 200,000 
strangers were in Boston last Friday. The 
procession was very long and very gooel 
but must have been tiresome to those who - 
stood for eight or ten hours to see it 
through, for we w ere tired and we rode. 
The most interesting sight to us was after 
the procession had been dismissed, in 
watching the crowd depart. To reach the 
three depots of the Boston and Maine Rail, 
road, the Boston aud Lowell Railroad, aud 
the Fitchburg railroad, the people were 
obliged to pass the Revere, as King the 
usual route. Our windows commanded 
Bowdoin square aud we sat for two hours 
Matching a continuous stream of men, 
women and children, so vast and dense 
that they filled the st reet to the exclusion 
of teams as they pressed onward to the 
various depots to take the cars for home. 
All were nicely dressed as all were on a 
visit, and it certainly was a grand and 
beautiful panorama. Iu the evening the 
torch-light parade was a complete success, 
aud the streets were again jammed. I 
must give a Boston crowd credit for being 
good-t atured, for neither luring day or 
evening did we see or hear a row, and we 
rode some thousands of miles that day. 
You see we had to—we hired a carriage for 
all day at w hat they said was the reason­ 
able price of $12—and like good Califor­ 
nians we desired to get the worth of our 
money, and we did it. The police were 
out in full force, and looked very nicely 
aud acted very well, keeping their temper 
and good order at the same time. 
I had almost forgotten to add that I have 
heard from Maine a great many times the 
past week, aud am of the opinion that tho 
Fine Tree State has more ways that are 
dark than the heathen Chinee.

THE KIND CF CHANGE THEY PROPOSE. 
The Democrats say that the country 
needs “ a change,” and that therefore 
their party ought to be put in power. 
They remind ub of the story of the doctor 
and his patient. The latter was asked by 
the former to state his symptoms. 14 Do 
44 you sleep w ell?” 44 Yes.” 44 Do you 
44 eat heartily?” 
44 Yea.” 
44 Are you 
44 free from pain ? ” 44 Yes.” 44 Ah, well,” 
said the doctor, 44 I will give you some 
44 medicine that tciU change all that!'' 
And that is the hind of change the Demo­ 
crats propose to give the country. At 
present it is prosperous. It has a sound 
currency, a -taVie credit, a flourishing 
commerce, a bright fntnrc before it. It 
has no ailments save those for which the 
Democracy is responsible. And now the 
latter comes forward and says it is pre­ 
pared to change all thie, and while we can­ 
not doubt the truth of the assertion we 
must demur to the wisdom of the experi­ 
ment. It offers to give us Mexicanization 
at the South, Grcenbackism at the North, 
repudiation as a national institution, a de­ 
preciated currency, a collapsed credit, and 
a ruined commerce. 
No other changes 
can come of Democratic supremacy. Does 
any sane man desire these? 
A HORRIBLE STORY. 
A horrible story is told of the treatment 
of patients in the Alameda County Hos­ 
pital. It is alleged that a woman who was 
in one of the wards of that institution, and 
who died recently, had her toes eaten off 
by rats while she was alive, and that 
though she shrieked for help, being so 
paralyzed as to be incapable of defending 
herself, no one came to her relief. It is to 
be hoped that this story is not true, for if it 
is the authorities in charge of the Alameda 
Hospital have shamefully neglected their 
duty. It is, however, far too grave a 
charge to be passed over without inquiry, 
and we trust the Oakland press will urge 
an immediate investigation, if the hospjtal 
authorities do not insist upon it for their 
own eakcs. 


We propose to examine the propositions 
which are advanced by the Greenbackere, 
and to show that the financial measures 
they advocate are one and all based upon 
fallacies and capable only of producing 
evil and not good. We propose also to 
show that these measures are calculated to 
produce the most harm to the very classes 
it is pretended they would specially benefit, 
namely- the working classes. The creed of 
the Greenbacktrs is as follows : 
Abolition of the National Banks, and the 
issue of Treasury notes in the place of their 
circulation. 
Payment of the Government bonds 
which mature next year and thencefor­ 
ward, first by the use of all the gold and 
silvc-r now serving to protect the green­ 
back circulation ; second, by the issue oi 
fresh Treasury notes. 
These are the main points in the policy. 
It is claimed that the National Banks 
should be abolished because they enable 
bondholders to make two profits on their 
bonds, and because the Government can 
save ail this interest on circulation by 
issuing the currency itself. These objec­ 
tions to the National Banks are not valid. 
These banks are not, as asserted, privileged 
monopolies. It is open to auy man or set 
of men to start a National Bank at any­ 
time. The reason more are not started is 
that there are many ways in which greater 
profits can be secured. 
The National 
Banks pay taxes to the State and General 
Government 
aggregating 
§15,000,000 
per annum. Their profits on circulation do 
not exceed 1;} per cent, per annum, which 
fact shows that they are not growing rich 
by this means. In exchange for this profit 
of 1 { per cent, per annum on their circula­ 
tion, the N \tioual Banks furnish the peo­ 
ple and Government with several important 
benefits. Iu the first place, they afford 
safe places of deposit. The losses to the 
people through National Banks have been 
iufinitcsimai compared to those accruing 
through private and savings banks. In the 
second place, they have been absolutely in­ 
valuable iu assisting the Government to re­ 
fund the national debt. They now hold 
nearly one-quarter of it, and their demand 
for bonds has put them at a premium and 
kept them there. By this means the coun­ 
try has been enabled to refund the. greater 
part of the debt in 41 and 4 per cent, 
bonds, thus saving some twenty millions of 
interest yearly, and with the same aid the 
Secretary of the Treasury will next year 
be enabled to refund the fives and sixes 
which then mature, in 31 per cent, bonds, 
thus saving thirteen millions a year 
more in interest. W ithout the help of 
the National Banks none of these operations 
would have been possible, and we should 
still have been paying interest on the 
whole debt at the rate of (i and 7 per 
cent. 
In the third place, these banks 
affect a very important saving in exchange. 
They give the people a uniform currency. 
If they- were abolished it is certain that 
the old State Bank system would be re­ 
verted to. (That system was much more 
profitable for bankers than the present one, 
and much more costly for the people). 
As Secretary Sherman showed in a recent 
speech, before the war exchange iu New 
York was sometimes as high as 2 j per cent. 
As the amount of exchange drawn on the 
East by the South and West ¡3 estimated 
at four thousand millions a year, it is plain 
that the National Banks save an enormous 
amount iu this connection also. Iu fact, 
the one item of exchange far exceeds all 
the profit on both circulation and deposits. 
The claim of the Greenbackere that green­ 
backs would servo the same purpose as 
United States notes, and be equally safe, 
is not well-founded. In the first place it 
is no part of the business of a government 
to issue paper money. This is not money 
in the scientific sense of the term. It 
represents no capital. W hat it represents 
is debt, and nothing else. Now the Greeu- 
backers propose that the Government shall 
pay off its debts with its debts. That is 
what they really mean when they demand 
that the bonds shall be paid off 
with new issues of greenbacks. 
But 
we will recur to that point presently. The 
Government has no right to issue evi- 
! deuces of debt as money, without making 
I provision for redeeming its promises to 
I pay. To do that would be dishonest, and 
! it would be destructive to the public cre- 
j dit. Such paper could not be kept at gold 
par. Again, its volume would be lluctuat- 
| ing continually, since Congress would be 
! tampering with it all the time. And finally, 
the country stands pledged not to exceed 
the four hundred million dollar limit which 
has already been reached, and the Supreme 
Court has ruled that fresh issues of paper 
currency in timo of peace are unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The Greenbackere, having abolished the 
National Banks, propose to pay off the 
public debt in a hurry. They Bay that the 
first thing to do is to take all the gold and 
silver in the Treasury, and apply it to the 
payment of the bonds (between seven and 
eight hundred millions), which mature 
next year. As there are only §156,000,000 
of gold and silver in the Treasury it is clear 
that to pay off these bonds would require a 
fresh issue of at least §500,000,000 of green­ 
backs. Now let us see where this would 
bring us. We will suppose the National 
Banks abolished, and their issues, m 
amount §350,000,000, replaced by green­ 
backs. That would give us nearly §S00,- 
000,000 of greenbacks. It is then pro­ 
posed to pay away all the gold and silver 
now held in the Treasury for the redemp­ 
tion of the greenbacks. This would leave 
the greenbacks without any specie basis, 
at the instant that their volume was 
doubled, \\ e should then have an irre­ 
deemable currency, and in the moment that 
it was deprived of its coin reserve five 
hundred millions of fresh paper would be 
added to it. That would give us §1,300,­ 
000,000 in paper. Can anybody form an 
idea as to what that paper would be worth ? 
The Grecnbackera propose to pay off one 
debt with another. They are like Me. 
Micawber, who never could see the differ­ 
ence between giving his note of hand and 
discharging an obligation completely. The 
greenbacks which they propose to pay off 
the bonds with would represent nothing at 
all. They would be even more worthless 
than French Assignats or Confederate cur­ 
rency. Making them receivable for all 
purposes would not increase their value. 
That device has been tried repeatedly. In 
Franco they actually undertook to guillo­ 
tine people who refused to accept the Gov­ 
ernment rags at gold par, but it was quite 
useless. Money must be full value to fetch 
full value. That is an axiom which the 
Greenbackere may profitably study, Thera 


is no secret for making full-value money out 
of paper in any other way than by guar­ 
anteeing its redemption in com. The 
Greenbackers, in proposing to pay out the 
gold and silver now in the Treasury, pro­ 
pose that the country shall adopt fiat 
money. They say, with their usual absurd­ 
ness, that this coin is “ idle.” It is not 
idle. It is the most active coin iu the 
world, for it is sustaining, to all practical 
intents, some §640,000,000 of paper at gold 
par. That is its function, and it therefore 
constitutes the very foundation of specie 
payments. It is that gold and silver 
whose presence in the Treasury makes 
every greenback and national bank paper 
dollar worth one hundred cents iu gold to­ 
day. Take that gold and silver away, 
and the paper money would instantly 
cease to be worth one hundred cents on the 
dollar in gold. 
The Greenb,ackers, in pretending anxiety 
to discharge the public debt quickly, are 
trying to conceal their real purpose to pay it 
dishonestly, in the first place, and in the 
second, to make the paying of it in that 
manner an excuse for putting the country 
on a fiat money basis. The moment the 
so-called “ idle ” coin in the Treasury had 
been paid out, specie resumption would be 
at an end. We should then be launched 
upon a new era of irredeemable paper, 
with the public credit destroyed by the 
dishonest payment of the bonds with de­ 
preciated paper, and with an inflation of the 
currency certain to produce a crisis. No 
coin in the Treasury, and thirteen hundred 
millions of irreeleemable paper afloat; that 
is the picture the Greenbackere offer us as 
the result of their highest financial wis­ 
dom. And it is through this situation that 
the masses are to be benefited, is it ? 
They are to grow rich by being paid in 
dollars which will be worth no more than 
70 or SO cents ! They are to prosper by 
having to pay two and three prices for 
everything they eat and wear and use ! 
W hat the Greenbaukers are really work­ 
ing for is national bankruptcy, for noth­ 
ing else could possibly result from their 
programme. 
Their inflated paper cur­ 
rency would sink in six months lower than 
the lowest point reached by the green­ 
backs eluring the rebellion. The public 
credit would be destroyed through the 
practical repudiation of the bonds, and as 
the pressure grew heavier the tendency to 
try and relieve it by issuing more paper 
would be inevitable. It is well known 
how these policies operate, fur the world 
has tried them often enough, though 
always with the same result. The sub­ 
stantial possessions of the poor and the 
middle classes in such periods pass into 
the hands of the rich. They are periods 
for the impoverishment of the working 
class. It is not the rich bondholders who 
would suffer most from the Greenbaukers’ 
policy. It is the workingmen and women 
who hold no bonds, and who have no 
property hut their capacity to labor. The 
Greenbacktrs are not at all sincere iu their 
professions of yearning to pay the public 
debt and save interest. 
Their policy 
would save no interest, hut on the con­ 
trary would subject the whole country to 
incalculable and irretrievable losses. Their 
policy would substitute for a sound cur­ 
rency which secures full value to every 
man for labor or goods, a depreciated, 
redundant, fluctuating currency, which 
would rob everybody every day; which 
would halve the laborer’s wages and double 
the cost of bis living: which would lessen 
the value of all securities and increase the 
need of those who Beek to realize upon 
them ; which would not only start with 
depreciation, but would sink lower and 
lower until collapse was reached; which 
would stop national progress and prosperi­ 
ty, and undo the work of twenty years in 
a moment. There is not the possibility of 
one scintilla of public gain or benefit iu the 
Greenback programme. 
It is evil and 
mischievous and malignant and dishonest 
and foolish from beginning to end. Its 
assumptions are fallacious and hypocritical. 
Its representations aré grossly and reck­ 
lessly inaccurate. 
Its most prominent 
characteristic is its stupid deGance of the 
experience of universal history. It should 
be shunned like poison by the workingman, 
for it menaces the bread he eats and the 
roof that shelters him. It is in fine a 
patent plan for discharging the public debt 
by ruining the public credit, and by cheat­ 
ing at once the public creditors and the 
people at large. 


WHY

“ South, and in Congress a prolonged 
“ assault upon the election laws, and 
“ an unsuccessful effort to destroy 
“ them by nullification. 
This is the 
“ record which has revived ‘ sectional- 
“ ‘ism,’ and tho man who has studied it 
“ and is nota ‘ sectioualist ’ must admit 
“ that the war ended in a compromise, and 
“ not a conquest.” That ¡3 a concise and 
perfectly accurate statement of the 
situation. Tiio truth ;3 that a fair oppor­ 
tunity was given the South to prove the 
sincerity of its professions of loyalty and 
regard for tho Constitution, and that it 
has usc-d this opportunity for no other 
purpose than to consolidate its powers of 
resistance to tho Constitution. It has not 
exhibited any disposition whatever to ac­ 
cept the results of tho war, but on the 
contrary its leaders have during the pres­ 
ent campaign publicly announced that the 
old war issues are still pending. Thus we 
find Wado Hampton declaring that the 
principles before the people of Virginia are 
those “ for which I.ee and Jackson 
“ fought.” Thus we find Fitzhugh Lee 


telling his audience at Portsmouth, Vir­ 
ginia, that “ if they desired that the Con- 
“ federate heroes should not have died in 
“ vain, they must vote the Demo- 
“ cratic ticket and vindicate the principles 
“ for which they sacrificed their lives.” 
Thus we find Blackburn of Kentucky 
saying, “ The South is solid, thank God 
“ She was solid for Jeff Davi3 in 1S60, and 
“ she will be solid for Hancock in 1-SS0.” 
Thus we find the same Blackburn declar­ 
ing in his place in Congress that it was the 
purpose of his party “ to sweep every ves- 
“ tige of the war legislation from the 
“ statute books.” Thus we find an Ar­ 
kansas editor publishing the “ stars and 
“ bars ” in his paper at tho head of an 
account of a Democratic procession, and 
Democratic mobs, one at Fort Wayne, 
Ind., and another at Georgetown, D. C., 
boldly hoisting the same flag, and rejoicing 
over its flaunting. All these and number­ 
less other incidents of the same character 
render it impossible to evade the conclu­ 
sion that the solid South means a revival 
of the old issues, and that the triumph of 
the party that relies on the solid South 
would be calamitous and disgraceful. 
And with these indisputable evidences of 
the survival of the old sectional spirit at the 
South come other and not less serious ap­ 
prehensions. 
For there is in truth no 
ground whatever for confidence in either 
Northern or Southern Democratic modera­ 
tion or honesty. The South is made and 
kept solid by force and fraud, and the 
Northern Democracy accepts and indorses 
these methods, and builds its hopes upon 
them. It would be silly to believe that a 
party thus notoriously endeavoring to se­ 
cure the control of the Government by ille­ 
gal and lawless methods, can be trusted to 
keep any pledge it may make, should it 
succeed. It has declared that it accepts 
the constitutional amendments. That is in 
its platform, but every schoolboy knows 
that the amendments are being nullified iu 
fact all over the South. It has alleged that 
it will not sanction Southern claims. This 
General Hancock puts his hand to, and as 
if to emphasize the untrustworthiness of 
the assurance, the Alabama Democrats, 
fresh from stuffing the ballot-boxes, sol­ 
emnly approve his letter, and declare 
that they are pledged to thi3—along 
with a profound regard for the free 
dom of 
the franchise. 
Can any­ 
thing demonstrate the utter inriucer 
ity of the Democracy more clearly ? Nor 
is this all the proof wo have of their du­ 
plicity. They have already introduced a 
bill into Congress to increase the number 
of Judges in the Supreme Court by twelve. 
These new Judges are to be appointed by 
tho President, by and with tho advice of 
the Senate. 
It is intended that they 
should be taken from the South. With 
twelve Southern Judges in the Supreme 
Court nothing would bo easier than the 
nullification of the Constitutional Amend­ 
ments, and that effected the door would 
be thrown wide open for the admission of 
the Southern claims which to the amonnt 
of fifteen hundred millions are already 
prepared and in the hands of Washington 
claim agents. There is no speculation and 
conjecture about all this. We are reason 
ing logically from actual facts, and the 
man who, perceiving these facts, refuses to 
recognize their legitimate consequences, or 
pretends that there is nothing to appre­ 
hend, must either be incapable of rational 
reflection, or must be a friend to the legis­ 
lation which is being brought forward in the 
interest of the Confederate claimants. 


that one of these ends must come if the 
present conditions continue, and they warn 
the people who believe in pure' politics 
and a free ballot to show* Low they feel by 
their votes. If indeed the adherence to 
free institutions is so general and strong 
throughout the North that tho rebuke of 
Southern Mexicanism shall be emphatic, 
then probably the problem will be solved ; 
i for Mexicanism demands encouragement, 
or it will not continue, since it involves 
an abnormal disorder at the outset, and 
is therefore not easy to establish. But 
the opponents of Mexicauism are not 
called upon to justify themselves by 
producing a patent remedy for the evil 
w hich they perce-ive and warn the country 
against. It matters practically little how 
the Southern abandonment of free institu­ 
tions came about. The one thing needful 
to be recognized is that it is now the exist­ 
ing state of things iu that region. The 
freedom of the ballot is unknown there. 
The citizen is not allowed to participate iu 
Ihe government according to tho constitu­ 
tional forms. Violence and fraud, agencies 
uukuown to constitutional government, 
have taken possession of politics, and a 
lawless minority does what it pleases with 
the election machinery. This is the peril 
of the Union, anil there can be none worse. 
No language can be too earnest to convey 
the conviction of deadly danger which such 
a condition of things brings home to the 
watchful observer who knows the vital 
importance of law and loyalty in society. 
The South is in fact in anarchy, and the 
North is trying to make-believe that this 
is not the case. It is as if a live man and 
a corpse were chaineel together, and the 
former were trying to persuade the world 
that his dreadful comrade were alive. But 
sooner or later death will pass from the 
corpse to the living man. and the closeness 
of their union will hasten this consumma 
tion. The North must cure and revive the 
South ; or the South must cure anel revive 
itself ; of the whole country will soon be 
tainted and fatally diseased by the con 
tagion of its degeneration. 


SIGNIFICANT. 


PATTERSON OH CALIFORNIA 
Mr. R. II. Patterson has a paper on Cali­ 
fornia in the Fortnightly Review for Sep­ 
tember. In some respects it is an appreci­ 
ative paper, but it ,is marred by errors 
which show that the writer has derived all 
his information at second hand, and too 
much of it from untrustworthy sources. 
His blunders, moreover, are iu most in­ 
stances such as could hardly have been 
committed had the least care been used, 
and it is remarkable that so many mistakes 
should occur in an article appearing in one 
of the foremost of English reviews. As a 
sample of the kind of misstatements made 
by Mr. Patterson we may refer to bis 
location of San Francisco as the Capital of 
the State, his exaggerated description of 
early law lessness in this State, his fantastic 
account of stock speculations. 
But for 
cumulative errors it would be hard to beat 
his description of the discovery of gold. 
For example he says: “ It was a German 
“ settler at the confluence of the Sacramento 
“ and American rivers who first struck 
“ gold. ‘General Shutter’—as tho Amer- 
“ icans styled him—was erecting a 
“ mill to grind his graiD, and when 
“ the mill-race was being dug the spade 
“ turned up grains of gold.” Now it was 
not a German settler who first struck 
gold. He did not strike it at the conflu­ 
ence of the Sacramento and American 
rivers. 
His name was not “ General 
“ Shutter.” He was not “ erecting a mill 
“ to grind liia grain.” General Sutter was 
not a Get man, but a Swiss. But he did 
not discover gold ; James Marshall discov­ 
ered gold. He was erecting a mill at the 
time, not on the confluence of the Sacra­ 
mento and American rivers, but at Coloma. 
It was not to “ grind grain,” moreover, 
but to saw lumber. Nor did the spade 
turn up any grains of gold in tho mill-race. 
Iu short Mr. Patterson’s description is as 
full of blundere as an egg is full of meat, 
and his general know ledge of California is 
so very poor as to render his predictions 
and statements almost destitute of value. 
It is to be regretted that the task he un­ 
dertook had not been accomplished by 
some better equipped writer. 


THE 
CURE 
FOR 
SOUTHERN 
Ü1EXI- 
CANISM. 
It has been made a matter of reproach 
to those who dwell upon the Mexicaniza- 
tion of the South that they have not pro­ 
posed a remedy for it. We cannot regard 
this accusation as having weight. The 
Southern question is a vc-ry difficult one. 
Tho question is whether it can be settled 
by purely moral forces. That is tho ex­ 
periment that is being made at present. 
The opponents of Mexican politics point 
out the nature of them to the country. 
They show how free institutions—Ameri­ 
can institutions—are being systematically 
abandoned, and how mob terrorism and 
wholesale cheating are being substituted 
for the free choice of the people. They 
declare that such a state of things caDnot 
last; that it must either be discontinued, 
or it will bring the whole country to the 
same condition of anarchy and frand, or 
one section will rise up against another, 
and civil war will ensue. 
They say 


It is a significant fact that as the Presi­ 
dential election approaches, financial and 
business circles manifest more and more 
uneasiness. The New York Public, which 
takes no part in politics, and is merely ami 
wholly a financial journal, states as a mat­ 
ter of fact that investment and specula­ 
tion have almost ceased, and cannot be ex­ 
pected to show any activity until the Pres­ 
idential question is settled. Now it is 
evident that if, as some people assert, it 
makes no difference which party carries the 
day, business and finance would be unaf­ 
fected by the outcome. When business men 
decline to invest money in securities w hich 
a , 2 liable to be depreciated by political 
ev its, it is perfectly clear that they recog­ 
nize a broad distinction between the probable 
effects of the alternatives before them. It 
is equally clear that they have nothing to 
fear from a Republican victory, since that 
would only perpetuate and maintain the 
present condition of things. The source of 
their disquietude therefore must lie in the 
possibility of a Democratic supcess, and it 
is this which constitutes the significance of 
the fact we have noted. For this is a 
silent verdict of condemnation delivered 
against the Democratic-party by a perfectly 
impartial and unbiased jury. This jury in 
fact is not thinking of the Democratic 
party, but simply of its own interests. In 
the pursuit of those interests it has come 
to learn that when the Democrats win 
business and finance aro iujured ; that 
the Democratic reputation is productive 
of harm to the material interests of 
the country ; that Democratic financial 
doctrines cause depreciation in national 
securities; and that it is not safe to 
invest or speculate while the possibility of 
a Democratic victory remains. That is the 
conclusion of business men. And if this 
is so, how can it be possible that any 
American interests can be benefited by the 
success of a party the mere apprehension of 
whose triumph thus paralyzes commerce 
and finance ? 
Not only business men 
should reflect upon this, but all men should 
do so. 
It is a3 pregnant with instruction 
for the workingman as for the merchant, 
for the mechanic as for tho millionaire. 
The Democratic party casts a baleful shadow 
upon the future of the country as it 
advances. It is not possible that govern­ 
ment by such a party could be other than 
disastrous. 
REPUDIATION AT TEE SOUTH. 
Repudiation at the South is one of the 
methods by which the general demoraliza­ 
tion existing in that section manifests 
itself. It has permeated the whole region 
almost, and there is scarcely a Southern 
State in which either the State or munici­ 
pal debts have not been thus renounced. 
Municipal repudiation has lately become 
quite fashionable there, in fact. 
The 
city of Memphis shuflled off its just 
obligations not long ago in this way, and 
now Mobile is undertaking to do the 
same. 
The practice is to surrender 
the charter and go out of civic business, 
as it were, and then presently a new start 
can be taken. 
hen, as rarely happens, 
a Northern city repudiates, as Elizabeth, 
N. J., did some years ago, its course is 
criticised sharply, and it is held up as a 
shocking example. At the South, how­ 
ever, this course is far too usual to attract 
much attention, and if Northern journals 
say anything about it they are at once 
accused of “ sectionalism.” In fact the 
South is at present very faithfully filling 
up the picture which Dickens drew 
half a century ago of certain North­ 
ern peculiarities then 
existing. 
It 
will be remembered that repudiation was 
not always a Southern foible, but that 
Northern States led off in that bad line. 
In “ Martin Chuzzlewit,” Dickens repre­ 
sents a Yankee setting down the hero’s 
indignant expression of disgnst at this form 
of community swindling, as “ European 
“ hatred of our free institutions,” and this 
is the way it is regarded now at the South. 
There is more in this comparison than 
might be thought, moreovor. Tho South 
is half a century behind the North in regard 
to repudiation, and the same disparity ex­ 
ists in nearly all otherrespects. The truth is 
that Slavery put the South back half a 
century in everything, and this is one of the 
reasons why that region cannot be trusted 
to govern the country. The people of that 
section are behind the rest of the nation 
in civilization, and the least civilized part 
of the nation must not be allowed to 
govern, or it will make miechief. The 
moral sens# of the South requires to be 
developed, It needs to learn the necessity 
of honest dealing with its creditors. 


The North pild heavily for the same 
knowledge, but has profited by it, 
and is so much the more advanced. The 
South has this experience to go through, 
and apparently cannot learn by proxy. 
When it has shown that it realizes the 
need of honesty it will have advanced far 
enough to perceive th e neces3.ty of fair 
play in politics, and of reverence for law and 
order in all things. 
But until it has 
mastered these things it would be madness 
to give it the control of tho Government, 
and even when it has learned them the 
North will still be fifty years ahead of it 
iu all th a t co n stitu tes real progress. 
GENERAL HANCOCK'S PARTY AND THE 
SOLITERS. 
The Democrats are inviting Union sol­ 
diers to vote for General Hancock on the 
ground that he fought against the rebell­ 
ion. It 'would therefore be well for the 
Union soldiers to refresh their memories as 
to the course of General Hancoek’3 party 
w here they have been concerned. For in­ 
stance, on May 20, ISSO, a resolution’was 
offered in the House of Representatives 
giving preference to honoratdy discharged 
Union soldiers in making appointments on 
the District of Columbia police force. 
The vote stood, ayes 95, uoes 78, and the 
78 who voted against the resolution were 
all Democrats, aud 46 of them were ex­ 
Confederates. Again, in the Senate, April 
17, 1879, Mr. Eduiunds offered a resolution 
that L'nion soldiers should not be dis­ 
charged from the places they held under 
tho Secretary of the Senate 
and 
the Sergeant-at Arms, except for speci­ 
fied cause. This resolution was defeated, 
the vote standing 25 Republican ayes to 
31 Democratic noes, aud of these latter IS 
were ex-Confederates. Mr. Carpenter then 
proposed as an amendment that no Con­ 
federate soldier should be appointed to 
olfice about the Senate chamber iup the 
place of a Union soldier. This was de­ 
feated by a vote of 26 to 34, the majority 
being all Demo mats, and 19 of them ex. 
Confederates. On February 25, 1880, a 
bdl was offered iu the Senate to allow a 
Maryland rebel to receive a commission in 
the army, aud on this occasion Garland of 
Alabama moved as a substitute that the 
law which prohibits the appointment of 
Confederate soldiers, sailors aud office­ 
holders to positions iu the United State 
army should be repealed. The Confeder­ 
ates and Democrats promptly responded to 
this appeal, and cast 36 vote3 to 23 for 
the repeal of the bill. As, however, it 
was found that the original bill would be 
defeated if the scheme to throw open the 
army to ex-rebels was persisted in, Mr. 
Garland’s proposition was subsequently re­ 
considered. The Democrats had neverthe­ 
less put themselves on the record, and 
Union soldiers cannot be under any doubt 
as to how they would fare in such hands. 
Beltzheover no doubt told the truth when 
lie wrote that pension bills were not re­ 
garded with any favor in the present Con- 
giess. 
The Confederate brigadiers and 
their Copperhead allies would nullify all 
snch measures if they dared, and with 
Hancock at the head of the Government 
they would acquire confidence enough for 
anything.

SEPwVICS 
REFORM 
AGANDA.

An appeal is being made, through the 
Nation, to organize a Civil Service Reform 
Publication Society, with the object of 
printing and circulating docume nts, pampli 
lets, aud S3 forth, iu advocacy anel elucida­ 
tion of the principles which ought to con 
vince all thinking Americans that the 
change proposed is absolutely necessary to 
the purification of our politics and the 
just ordering of public affairs. If there 
are any of our readers who desire to aid in 
this work of enlightenment, they can do 
so by putting themselves in communication 
with the editor of the New Y'ork Nation. 
The responses which that journal Í3 receiv­ 
ing and printing every week, from friends 
of reform, are very encouraging, and show 
that there is a great underlying stratum 
of positive opinion in favor of tho cause. 
The wisdom of the course proposed can­ 
not be doubted, moreover. It has been 
found necessary to sustain every important 
controversy of this character by a litera­ 
ture of its own. That which the great 
contest over the English corn laws pro­ 
duced is in point, and also that which 
grew out of the anti-slavery conflict 
in this country. Fullness of information 
is indeed one of the first necessities 
in all such cases, for wherever there is 
complexity in the subject the probabilities 
of the growth of erroneous views are very 
great, and can only be met by profuse dis­ 
semination of sound doctrino. The Civil 
Service Reform Publication Society is in­ 
tended to subserve this purpose. It will 
seek to demonstrate the evil effects of the 
spoils system in politics. It will enforce 
its arguments by examples drawn irom 
other countries. It will point out the 
methods by which the public service may 
be and ought to be separated from partisan 
politics, and will show how deeply con­ 
cerned every citizen is in the success of 
such a policy. It is to be hoped that every 
believer in political reform will come for­ 
ward and join the Society, or help to fur­ 
nish the material support which is necea 
sary to its establishment, for it contem­ 
plates the most beneficent and far-reaching 
reform yet remaining to be achieved. 
FOOD FOR THOUGHT. 
The Chicago Tribune observes: “ Since 
“ tho four per cent, bonds went out among 
“ the people and became tho poor man’s 
“ savings banks, railing against bondhold- 
“ ershas ceased to be a popular amuse- 
“ ment. If the bonds were paid in scrip 
“ tomorrow, or, what is the same thing, 
“ if the credit of the Government weie 
“ struck down by limitless issues of rag 
“ money, the great sufferers would be very 
“ poor men and women, widows and or­ 
phan s, the aged and infirm, and charitable. 
“ institutions, to say nothing of the employ - 
“ ereof labor. Withnationalcredit would go 
“ municipal credit and private credit. No 
“ man could borrow, or bny a lot or a house 
“ on credit, or get tick at his butcher’s or 
“ baker’s, or pay tho debts he already owes 
“ promptly or honestly ; while everything 
“ owing to him, even his day’s wages, 
“ would be paid in depreciated currency. 
“ Yet Mr. Hancock has had the face to 
“ write a congratulatory dispatch to the 
“ candidate of this party of universal 
“ ruin in Maine.” The programme of 
the Greenback party, which Hancock 
has practically indorsed, is undoubtedly 
calculated to produce all, and more 
than all, this evil. The aim of that 
party is to replace the honest full value 


money which the people now enjoy, by fiat 
money, that is, by a paper currency having 
no specie basis, and redeemable in nothing. 
Such a currency never has been and never 
can be kept from depreciation aud infla­ 
tion. Tt would sink below par directly it 
was issued, and as it depreciated the same 
quacks who now urge it would clamor 
for a larger volume of tho stuff. All 
this has been fully worked out in the 
experience of our fathers, and in the 
experience of almost every other nation 
under the suu. It is a stale device, and 
it may be guaranteed to effect the ruin of 
a state mere rapidly and completely than 
anything else. It is a patent method of 
pauperizing labor, moreover, and fostering 
Communism and all the turbulence that 
grows out of general poverty and discon­ 
tent. The Democrats, who pretend to be 
the friends of the working classes, have 
indorsed this political doctrine, and Han­ 
cock, fresh from subscribing to the hard- 
money plank of the Cincinnati Conven­ 
tion, has given iu his adhesion to it. 


ARCTIC EXPLORATION. 
Lieutenant Schwatka’s Arctic explora­ 
tion does not appear to have resulted in 
the attainment of any positive information 
regarding the fate of Franklin and his 
party. Nearly all the information procured 
appears to have been derived from the na­ 
tives, and the statements so obtained are 
necessarily of doubtful value, both because 
the natives have no regard for the truth, 
and because they try to make things pleas­ 
ant by telling whatever they think will 
satisfy the white men. No trace of Frank­ 
lin himself was found, and we arc disposed 
to agree with veteran explorers in thinking 
that there is now very little chance of 
learning anything more as to his fate. That 
he died with his companions may be re­ 
garded as certain, but it is unlikely that 
his remains will ever be found or identi­ 
fied. The one really important, fact estab­ 
lished by this last exploration was the 
fact that Europeans can adopt the Esqui­ 
mau diet and modes of living with per­ 
fect ease, aud that these expeditions may 
hereafter be detached from civilization 
altogether without misgiving, and bo sure 
of subsistence so long as they can find seals, 
walrus and whales. This new method 
will enable commanders to dispense with 
the cumbrous supplies which aro always 
such a source of embarrassment, aud 
though the prospect of living upon frozen 
reindeer meat and seal blubber and oil may 
not be very agreeable at the beginning, old 
explorers declare that the taste for these 
comestibles grows with use until they ap­ 
pear quite delicious, and the men tflrive 
upon them. And as people do not go into 
the Arctic regions for mere pleasure, as .a 
rule, a little discomfort more or less is not 
to be considered in such expeditious. 


WKAT BLAINE SAYS. 
In his Newark speech Senator Blaine re­ 
ferred to the probable consequences of the 
election of Hancock, and among other 
things said : “ If you elect General Hun- 
“ cock, you inevitably, within the space of 
“ a twelvemonth—I am not snre that it 
“ would not be within the space of ninety 
“ da> s—hand over to the Democratic party, 
“ led by Southern men, tho control of the 
“ Supreme Court of the United States 
“ absolutely. Five of these Judges are 
“ to-day beyond seventy, or in that neigh- 
“ borliood. They may accept retirement 
“ at full pay. If they are reluctant to do 
“ so, a Democratic President backed by a 
“ Democratic Senate and House would 
“ swainp that Court by superior num- 
“ bers; and by way of advice to the 
“ North let me say that a bill ¡spending 
“ on the calendar of the Senate to make 
“ that Court consist of twenty members. ” 
To show that this is no imaginary cause of 
apprehension Mr. Blaine then reminded 
his hearers how “ the Democrats, after 
“ 1834, bent all their energies to building 
“ up a Supreme Court that would uphold 
“ the States Rights theory, and the first 
“ fruits of it was the Dred Scott decision 
“ of 1S57, in which slavery was made na- 
“ tional.” The lesson ought to be appre­ 
ciated. The South knows the way by 
which the Constitution can be circum­ 
vented, for it ha3 experimented in that di­ 
rection before. Ti e metamorphosis of tho 
Supreme Court would in fact be a charac­ 
teristically Southern recourse, an:! as it is 
already prepared for by a bill which is now 
pending, it would be imbecility to doubt 
that all the successive steps w. old be 
taken the moment opportunity occu.rcd. 


T3E SOUTHERN ToAY. 
Some time ago a South Carolina j mal 
urged the reorganization of the red ..uirfc 
mounted clubs. This suggestion has been 
acted upon, and the press of South Caro­ 
lina now teems with accounts of the util­ 
ity of the organization. Wherever a. po­ 
litical meeting is held, the red-shirts attend 
in sufficient force to run it. Whenever the 
Republicans attempt a demonstration the 
red-shirts get up a counter demonstration. 
A favorite trick of theirs ia to muster sev­ 
eral hundred strong and ride through the 
town where a Republican meeting is to be 
held, beforehand, shouting, yelling, and 
firing pistols. Tiius the Columbia Register 
describes 6ueh an occasion, when “ the red- 
“ shirts, forming a glorious cavalcade of 
“ determined men, among tho wildest huz- 
“ zas and unbounded enthusiasm, coursed 
“ through the principal streets of the city.” 
W hat were those men so “ determined1' 
about? According to the Register they 
are determined “ to be done with hideous 
Radicalism in any of it3 hydra-headed 
‘ forms ; ’ which ia the Southern way of 
saying that they mean to put down the 
Republican vote by force. The red-shirfc 
league will no doubt give a good account of 
South Carolina when the time comes, but 
the Southern way of conducting political 
campaigns is not one which patriotic men 
can afford to countenance or support, for 
it involves tho destruction of free institu­ 
tions.

H e reviewed the history of the party of 
liberty and the result of its achievements. 
H e sketched the condition of the country 
when slavery was lawful, and th at blot was 
one o f the institutions o f the c 
III try, an 
evil out of the existence of which grew the 
sentim ent th a t gave birth to the anti-slavery 
party, 
and 
th at advance 
of 
thought 
which 
crystallized finally in 
the form 
of the great 
Republican party. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] The friend of th at evil was the 
proslavery party, which gave birth to the 
modern Democratic party th at es¡«used the 
cause of human shivery, and in its cause it 
became a sect’onal party and so remains. 
Ai drew Jackson believed th at this is a 
nation, and so held to the day of his death. 
[Applause.] 
But the infam y cropped out 
tn at “ this is not a nation,” and th at there is 
no such thing as national citizenship, but 
that the States are supreme, and cannot he 
o ened. 
So a division arose in the Demo­ 
cratic ranks, and all old Jackson Democrats

Mrs. George Eaniilton Shoots Twice and 
Instantly Kills Her Husband. 


Yesterday afternoon a t about half-past 2 
o’clock George Ham ilton, an engineer ou the 
Central Pacific Railroad, running between 
this 
cily 
ami 
Truekee, 
was 
shot 
by 
his wife a t their residence on Twelfth 
street, between II and I, and instantly killed. 
Tiffs is the same Mrs. Ham ilton who last 
winter shot Miss Nellie W inkleplék m K 
street, whom she charged with improper in­ 
timacy w ith her husband. 
Sh& was tried iu 
the Superior Court 
subsequently, and in 
the absence of the prosecuting witness was 
a ¡quitted. 
A fter her acquittal she and her 
husband lived together again, but, as would 
seem 
from 
circumstances 
and 
transac­ 
tions 
known 
to 
their 
frit ads 
and 
others, she was constantly jealous of him, 
and nut only watched his every movement 
but frequently charged him with w ant of 
constancy toward her, and upon such occa­ 
sions rendered their living together not < niy 
exceedingly unpleasant, but ou frequent oc­ 
casions she made serious threats and even a t­ 
tem pted violence. One m onth ago yesterday, 
as he was about to Rave their residence at 
the place where yesterday's tragedy occurred, 
the became very violent through jealousy 
tow aid him, and, as he subsequently stated 
to a friend, 
SNAPPED A P.EVOLVER IN HIS FACE, 
B ut it missed fire. 
He took his engine as 
Aisital and made his trip, but upon his return 
related the circumstances 
to others, and 
stating that he did not regard it safe for him 
to try to live with her any longer, renter a 
room in the Brown House at the corner of 
Fourth and K streets, where he nas since re­ 
mained, and she still living on Twelfth near 
I street. 
He. however, has continued to pay 
rent and all bills for his wife. Recently she has 
been several times to the depot to see him, 
and sought to compel him to return with her 
again. 
Upon some of these visits ehe has 
been very violent, aud it was said th at she 
was armed. 
On one occasion she is said to 
have remarked to him —only about two weeks 
ago, while at his engine at the depot—“ I ’m 
a good mind to shoot you.” Ou another 
evening, about the same time, she followed 
him about the depot in such a threat­ 
ening 
manner 
th at 
she 
wa3 
takeu 
by 
the 
officer 
and 
kept 
a t 
the 
police station until after Ham ilton was gone 
with the train. 
Such demonstrations have 
been open aud very frequent of late, until 
she has finally made good the often expressed 
fears of his friends. 
Y esterday cf‘ernoon she 
sent a note to her husband, who was at his 
room a t Brown’s, requesting him to come aud 
see her about some bills, and fuither urging 
him to call as she wanted to m ake up m atters 
between them. 
Upon receiving the note Mr. 
Ham ilton consulted with friends, who advised 
him 
not 
to 
go, 
1 u t 
he concluded to 
go and see her, but wished some one 
to accompany him, as he said he was afraid 
she m ight shoot him. 
H e finally went to see 
her, but whether accompanied by any oue 
or not the statem ents were conflicting last 
evening. 
Son:; afterwards George A. Basler 
was riding past the place on Tw elfth stre et.. 
and saw Mrs. Ham ilton pacing the porch of 
her house, tubbing and wringing her hands 
and apparently greatly excited. 
Others had 
began to congregate and he went iu, accom­ 
panied by Mr. M cCrary. 
W hen they opeaed 
the front door* they found Mr. Ham ilton 
LYING DEAD IN THE HALL. 
He was lying on his face, with bis feet in the 
sitting-room door. 
The little daughter, who 
is ab ut 11 or 12 years of age, was piteously 
running to her m other and about the room, 
saying, " Oh, my dear papa, my dear papa ; 
he’s dead, he’s dead ! ” aud would ray to her 
mother, “ W hat shall 1 do? you shot my 
papa, and he’d dead.” M r. Busier asked her 
what was the m atter, and Mrs. Hamilton 
replied, “ 1 have shot him .” She then 
1 mked down on him as he lay on the 
floor, and clasped her hands together and 
said, “ Oh, darling, I loved you, aud rather 
than have anyone else have you I killed you.” 
She made similar expressions repeated a t the 
house and while on the way to the jail. 
She 
was asked whether she knew what would be 
the result, and she said, “ Yes, I will go to 
any ¡.lace, to prison or penitentiary,” and at 
another time she said, “ I am wiiiing to go 
anyw here; 
I know 
X shall be hanged, 
but I would 
rather do 
anything 
than 
let anyone else have him .” She said the ¡fis­ 
tol she shut him with was " in the other 
room,” where it was found in t'ue bedroom 
lying on the stand. 
I t was a Smith 4 W es­ 
son pattern, and two shots had been fired. 
Air. Basler told her she would have to go 
with him to the police station, aud she ex­ 
pressed willingness to go, and put on her 
shawl aud hat. 
W hile doing so her Utile 
girl came again to her ahuoaf niid, and 
wanted to know w hat she sh uid do, saying, 
“ You have hilled papa and taken Onisou 
yourself. 
Oh, for God’s sake, what -halt I 
do?” 
H er m other very affectionately tuld 
her th at it would be all rig h t; that she would 
lie well taken care of, and told her to go to 
Mr. B ennett’s on H street aud stay. 
Tho 
little girl Btarted away as directed, and Mrs. 
Hamilton accompanied Mr. Basler. 
On the 
way she wanted to go to the County J ail, and 
not to the Police .Station, aud she was taken 
to the Court-house Jail, where she now re­ 
mains. 
She requested th at her little daugh­ 
ter be seat to her grandfather, George H am­ 
ilton, who resides some x’Iaco in the East. 
Although excited she seemed to understand 
perfectly w hat she was doing. 
On the way 
to jail she stated th at she had a gold ring at 
Hym an's, on J street, and requested Air. 
Basler to go and have it engraved “ Mr?. 
George H am ilton,” and given to her little 
daughter, remarking that the latter had 
money enough to pay for it. 
A fter she was 
lodged in jail Coroner Vermilya was notified 
and the remains were conveyed by him to his 
office. 
I t was found that 


H E WAS SHOT TWICE, 
Once in the after part of the left cheek, and 
again about two inches behind and a little 
below the left ear, both balls lodging in the 
opposite side of the head. 
Thera was burnt 
powder about both wounds, showing that the 
pistol wa i held close by at each > hot. 
I t is 
believed from the statem ents of the little girl 
that the firet shot was fired while she had her 
left arm around -his peek, aud it is claimed 
she pleaded with 
him 
to return 
and 
live with her. 
The second shot was prob­ 
ably fi.ed 
after he 
had 
fallen 
to th* 
flo r. 
During 
tho excitement 
the little 
girl several times referred to her m other hav­ 
ing taken poison, and a jiparen tlv expected 
she would immediately die from it.

struction a.? supposed, a3 she was still well at 
a late hour l»?t evening. 
There was a large c-owd during the even­ 
ing at the Coroner's office C iling to view the 
face of the m urdered man. 
An inquest will 
be held Sunday forenoon, by which time ad­ 
ditional facts will probably be brought to 
light iu connection with the affair.

The food passes from the stomach at the 
right side, hence its passage is facilitated 
by going to sleep on the right side. W ater 
and other fluids flow equably on a level, 
and it requires less power to propel them 
on a level, than upwards. 
The heart pro­ 
pels the blood to every part of the body at 
each successive beat, and it is easy to see 
that if the body is in a horizontal position 
the blood will be sent to various parts of 
the system with greater ease, with less ex­ 
penditure of power, and more perfectly 
than could possibly be done if one portion 
of the body were elevated above a hori­ 
zontal line. 
On the other hand, if one 
portion of the body is too low. the blood 
does not return as readily as it is carried 
thither ; there ¡3 an accumulation and dis­ 
tention, and pain soon follows. 
If a per­ 
son goes to sleep with the head hut a very 
little Rwer than the body, he will either 
soon waken up, or will die w ith apoplexy 
before morning, simply because the blood 
could not get back from the brain as fast 
as it was carried to it. 
If a person lays 
himself down on a level floor for sleep, a 
portion ol the head, at least, is lower than 
the heart, aud discomfort is soon induced ; 
hence, very properly, the world over, the 
head is elevated during sleep. 
The savage 
uses a log of wood or hunch of leaves ; the 
civilized, a pillow ; and if this pillow is 
too thick, raising the head too high, there 
is not blood enough carried to the brain, 
ainl as the hraiti is nourished, renewed and 
invigorated by the nutriment it receives 
from the blood during sleep, it is not fed 
sutiiciently, and the result is unquit sleep 
during the night, aud a waking up in 
weariness, without refreshment, to be fol­ 
lowed by a day of drowsiness, discomfort 
and general inactivity of both mind aud 
body. 
The healthful mean is a pillow, 
which by the pressure of the head keeps it 
about four inches above the level of the 
bed or mattress ; nor should the pillow he 
so soft as to allow the head to be buried in 
it, and excite perspiration, endangering 
ear-ache or cold in the head, ou turning 
over. 
The pillow should be hard enough 
to prevent the head sinking more than 
about three inches.—[H all’s Journal of 
Health.

San F rancisco, September 3 0 ,1880. 
Several ships have been chartered for wheat at 
rates which give reason to believe an advance along 
the whole line la to be made. 
The Pendeleton was 
chartered to Liverpool at 70361, Cork, United King­ 
dom, 74s 6d, or Continent, 70s 6d, w ith 20 lay days. 
A num ber of the vessels .chartered to arrive have 
come in, and their rate being 60s has slowed d iwn 
the advance. 
The average Liverpool rate may be 
quoted at 70s for American ships, wood. 
A larger 
tonnage is now at hand than at this date last year, 
but it is not yet equal to the demand th at m ust be 
made. 
W heat comes in rapidly now at all the ship­ 
ping points. 
In this city advances on stored wheat 
are offered at 6@7 per cent, per annum , b u t S@9 is 
asked from non-residents in m ost cases. 
The H er­ 
ald of this m orning says : 
“ A free arrival of ships 
suited to the grain-carrying trade of the port, many 
of which were chartered prior to arrival at or about 
60 shillings, and others secured since arrival at 70 
8liillings or thereabouts, has been the occasion of 
considerable purchases of wheat for export at §1 30 
@1 35 4$ ctl for good to choice No. 2 w heat, while 
millers pay about 10 cents more for strictly choice 
No. 1. 
Flour is in fair demand for China, a decided 
preference being given for Sperry’s Stockton City 
Mills Extra, which can be purchased at $4 S7£, 
while ordinary brands of Superfine have been sold 
at §2 87J.” Chevalier barley has fallen from §1 50 
$1 ctl to 81. and large sales have been made to 
brewers and distillers at 90c, while ordinary coast 
goes as low 98 75c. 
In financial circles there is a 
good demand for securities of all standard kinds.
